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INTRODUCTION 


The  Ancestors  and  Descendants  of  Eleanor  Bedford  Wilkins 
Cooch  and  Edward  Webb  Cooch,  Sr.  was  compiled  for  two  purposes: 

1.  To  assemble  all  known  information  about  the  Ancestors;  and 

2.  To  furnish  exact  information  to  the  descendants  who  might  like 

to  join  National  Patriotic  Societies. 

The  Table  of  Contents  lists  both  Families  and  Pedigrees.  Pedi¬ 
grees  follow  a  single  line  of  descent,  while  Families  endeavor  to  name 
either  all  or  some  of  the  descendants  in  each  generation.  In  a  few  of 
the  families  extensive  information  for  several  of  the  children  of  each 
generation  is  included. 

Military  and  Civil  records  are  given  for  each  individual  where 
known. 

The  data  taken  from  the  Allyn,  Foote,  Webb,  Cooch  and  Wilkins 
Genealogy  published  by  Mary  Webb  Cooch,  1919,  has  been  supple¬ 
mented  and  corrected  where  necessary. 

The  London  Genealogical  Society,  The  Maryland  Historical  So¬ 
ciety,  The  Hall  of  Records,  Annapolis,  The  Daughters  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Revolution  Library,  Washington,  D.  C.,  and  the  Library  of 
Congress  were  most  helpful  in  assisting  with  this  research. 

The  assistance  of  the  late  Dr.  Arthur  Adams,  Genealogist,  Boston, 
Mass.,  who  aided  in  the  revision  of  some  of  the  New  England  family 
data,  was  most  valuable,  as  was  that  of  the  late  Nettie  Hill  Brougham 
associated  with  the  D.A.R.  Registrar  General’s  Office  for  over  30  years 
who  helped  prepare  a  part  of  the  manuscript. 

The  help  of  Dr.  Pauline  K.  Skinner,  of  Newark,  Delaware,  and 
of  Miss  Marion  Day  Mullins  of  Fort  Worth,  Texas,  is  also  most 
appreciated  by  the  author. 

And  finally,  the  author  expresses  her  appreciation  to  her  son, 
Edward  W.  Cooch,  Jr.,  for  his  assistance  in  preparation  of  the  manu¬ 
script  for  printing.

Ancestors  of  Eleanor  Bedford  Wilkins 


THE  WILKINS  FAMILY 


1.  WILLIAM  WILKINS  “the  elder”  was  born  about  1700.  The 
place  of  his  birth  is  not  known  but  he  may  have  been  born  in  Vir¬ 
ginia  since  the  baptism  of  his  eldest  son  records  him  as  the  “son  and 
heir  of  William  Wilkins  and  Deborah  his  wife.”  He  married,  April 
19,  1735,  at  St.  Anne’s  P.E.  Church,  Annapolis,  Maryland,  (the 
Rector,  the  Rev.  John  Humphreys,  officiating),  Deborah  (Maccubin) 
Palmer,  daughter  of  John  Maccubbin,  Jr.,  and  wife  Ann,  and  widow 
of  Nathaniel  Palmer.  He  and  his  family  attended  St.  Anne’s  Church, 
and  in  1738  William  Wilkins  was  elected  a  Church  Warden. 

That  he  was  a  prominent  citizen  of  Annapolis  is  shown  by  the 
fact  that  he  was  a  member  of  the  Tuesday  Club.  This  society  was 
organized  on  May  14,  1745,  and  in  a  delightful  law  passed  soon  after 
its  organization  we  find  that  the  Club  was  designed  mainly  for  fun 
and  relaxation;  this  rule  was  as  follows:  “If  any  subject  whatever 
nature  so  ever  be  discussed  which  levels  at  party  matters  or  the  ad¬ 
ministration  of  the  government  of  this  Province,  or  be  disagreeable  to 
the  club,  no  answer  shall  be  given  thereto,  but  after  such  discourse  is 
ended  the  society  shall  laugh  at  the  member  offending  in  order  to 
divert  the  discourse.” 

“After  organizing  the  society  at  the  home  of  Dr.  Alexander  Hamil¬ 
ton,  to  meet  weekly,  on  Tuesday,  and  at'  each  other’s  dwellings  by 
turns,  they  agreed  further  that  the  member  appointed  as  steward 
should  supply  “a  gammon  of  bacon  or  any  one  other  dish  of  vittles 
and  no  more;”  that  no  fresh  liquor  should  be  made,  prepared  or  pro¬ 
duced  after  11  o’clock  at  night,  and  every  member  to  be  at  liberty 
to  retire  at  pleasure;  and  that  no  member  be  admitted  without  the 
concurrent  consent  of  the  whole  society.  As  time  passed  it  was  found 
necessary  to  add  other  rules,  among  them,  “That  immediately  after 
supper  the  ladies  shall  be  toasted  before  any  other  toasts  or  healths 
go  round”,  and  “That  such  as  are  bachelor  members  of  this  society 
may  be  permitted  to  have  a  cheese  instead  of  dressed  vittles.”  This 
latter  rule,  however,  was  soon  rescinded.  By  the  time  the  club,  or¬ 
ganized  by  eight  Annapolis  men,  had  decided  to  limit  its  membership 
to  fifteen,  it  included  the  leaders  of  the  day,  with  an  honorary  mem¬ 
bership  all  over  the  State. 

William  Wilkins  was  not  an  organizing  member  of  the  club  and 
there  is  no  record  presently  known  to  show  when  he  became  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  society.  In  Volume  I  of  the  Secretary’s  Book  of  the  club, 
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however,  appears  a  black  and  white  wash  drawing  made  by  Dr. 
Alexander  Hamilton,  its  Secretary,  which  shows  “Attorney  General 
Thornton  and  Mr.  Attorney  Wilkins,  in  their  proper  attitude  and 
dress,  pleading  a  cause  before  the  Honorable  Mr.  President  Cole.” 
The  Secretary’s  book  in  which  this  picture  appears  is  now  deposited 
in  the  Maryland  Historical  Society,  Baltimore. 

William  Wilkins  died  February  28,  1761.  In  the  Maryland  Gazette 
appeared  the  following  notice  of  his  death: 

“March  5 — Saturday  last  Died  here,  after  a  long  indisposition, 
aged  61  years,  and  on  Tuesday  was  decently  interred,  Mr.  Wil¬ 
liam  Wilkins,  who  was  for  a  great  number  of  years  Prosecutor  in 
our  Mayor’s  Court  and  a  very  useful  clerk  to  many  Committees 
in  the  Lower  House  of  Assembly.” 

William  Wilkins’  will  was  dated  Feb.  9,  1761,  and  probated  March 
30,  1761.  It  mentions  his  wife  Deborah  and  their  five  children,  his 
wife  to  have  a  life  interest  in  his  property,  which  was  to  be  sold  at 
her  death  for  their  children.  Deborah  Wilkins,  who  was  born  Sept. 
23,  1700,  died  in  1791,  aged  about  91. 

The  Maryland  Historical  Magazine,  under  payments  for  quarter¬ 
ing  soldiers  in  the  French  and  Indian  War  (1757/8)  lists: 

“To  William  Wilkins,  Annapolis  9  .  25  .  9” 

This  provides  eligibility  for  his  service  in  the  Colonial  Wars.  William 
Wilkins  owned  an  Inn  in  Annappolis,  among  other  extensive  holdings, 
where  quarters  were  no  doubt  available  for  the  soldiers. 

The  children  of  William  and  Deborah  (Maccubin)  Wilkins  were:

2.  WILLIAM  WILKINS,  SR.,  “son  and  heir”  of  William  Wilkins 
the  elder  and  his  wife,  Deborah  (Maccubin)  Wilkins,  was  born  at 
Annapolis,  June  19,  1737,  died  in  Baltimore,  Aug.  21,  1823,  at  the 
age  of  86.  He  was  then  living  at  the  home  of  his  son  Joseph.  He  mar¬ 
ried,  Sept.  28,  1765,  Sarah  Conant,  the  daughter  of  Charles  Conant 
and  his  wife,  Sarah  Wooden,  born  1742.  She  died  April  23,  1814, 
aged  72. 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  William  Wilkins,  Sr.,  among  other 
men  of  prominence,  rendered  willing  and  active  aid.  He  was  a  mem¬ 
ber  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  and  as  such  was  authorized,  together 
with  Thomas  Hyde,  to  have  printed  bills  of  credit  in  dollars  and 
parts  thereof,  to  pay  for  war  materials,  and  to  be  supervisors  of  these 
Bills  of  Credit.  He  was  one  of  the  nine  men  appointed  to  direct  the 
erections  of  fortifications  to  be  prepared  on  Horn  Point,  Wind  Mill 
point  and  Beaman’s  Hill,  for  the  defense  of  Annapolis,  and  there  is 
a  note  in  Riley’s  “The  Ancient  City”  to  the  effect  that  these  “were 
finished  with  great  celerity.”  On  a  letter  from  the  Council  of  Safety 
to  William  Wilkins,  we  find  the  date,  Nov.  13,  1776,  and  the  request: 

“Sir:  We  request  the  favor  of  you  when  you  go  up  to  Phila¬ 
delphia  to  inquire  diligently  after  paper  for  the  new  emission  of 
money  and  forward  it  with  all  convenient  speed.  Should  you  want 
cash  apply  to  our  Delegates  in  Congress  and  they  will  furnish 
you.” 

His  Revolutionary  service  provides  eligibility  for  various  patriotic 
societies. 

Said  one  of  his  granddaughters:  “My  grandfather  was  emphat¬ 
ically  a  man  of  the  world  in  all  his  tastes  and  habits  until  he  was  over 
60  years  of  age.  He  owned  a  pew  in  Old  St.  Anne’s  Protestant  Epis¬ 
copal  Church  (Annapolis),  where  his  family  attended.  Going  to  hear 
the  Methodists  preach  he  was  convinced  of  sin  and  experienced  a 
change  of  heart,  so  he  became  a  Methodist.  When  he  joined  the 
Methodist  Church  he  wore  lace  ruffles  on  his  shirt  and  lace  on  the 
ends  of  his  necktie.  My  grandmother  took  great  pride  in  these  adorn¬ 
ments,  and  when  my  grandfather  asked  her  to  have  them  removed 
and  told  her  he  could  not  any  longer  conform  to  this,  she  burst  into 
tears  and  wept  bitterly.  Then  to  become  a  Methodist  was  to  lose 
caste  in  society,  but  through  the  grace  of  God  he  dared  it.  He  became 
eminently  pious  and  was  instrumental  in  doing  much  good,  visiting 
and  praying  with  the  sick,  and  giving  religious  instruction  where 
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others  could  not  gain  access.  My  Aunt  Mary  Wilkins,  in  whose  family 
he  resided  after  his  wife’s  death,  on  being  asked  where  he  was,  re¬ 
plied,  ‘In  his  room.  I  expect  you  will  find  him  on  his  knees.’  ”  - 

The  Rev.  Henry  Smith  in  his  book,  Recollections  of  an  Old  Itin¬ 
erant,  published  in  1848,  speaks  of  William,  Sr.,  and  his  son,  Dr. 
Henry  Wilkins.  While  attending  a  conference  in  Baltimore  he  suf¬ 
fered  a  severe  attack  of  rheumatism  which  confined  him  to  his  bed. 
“Dr.  Wilkins  was  called  to  me,  I  believe  at  Bishop  Asbury’s  request. 
The  doctor  prescribed;  and  when  I  was  able  to  get  along  on  crutches 
I  went  to  his  house  and  he  advised  me  to  get  electrified.  I  did  so 
and  have  never  had  the  rheumatism  very  bad  since.”  There  began  a 
friendship  with  Dr.  Henry  Wilkins,  William  Wilkins,  Sr.,  and  his  son, 
William,  Jr.,  which  lasted  for  many  years. 

William  Wilkins  himself  wrote  the  names  and  dates  of  birth  of  his 
children  on  the  flyleaf  of  his  dictionary.  This  very  old  leather-bound 
book — styled  “An  Universal  Etymological  Dictionary,  Comprehend¬ 
ing  The  Derivatives  of  the  Generality  of  Words  in  the  English 
Tongue,  either  Ancient  or  Modern,  *  *  *  And  Also  A  brief  and  clear 
Explication  of  all  difficult  Words,  derived  from  any  of  the  aforesaid 
Languages,  and  Terms  of  Art,  relating  to  Anatomy,  Botany,  Physick, 
Pharmacy,  Surgery,  Philosophy,  Divinity  *  *  *” — was  the  13th  edi¬ 
tion  of  this  work,  and  according  to  the  Librarian  of  the  University 
of  Delaware  was  published  in  1748  or  1749.  The  back  of  the  title 
page  bears  his  name,  “William  Wilkins,  Junr,  His  Book,”  evidently  in 
his  own  handwriting.

3.  JOSEPH  WILKINS,  son  of  William  and  Sarah  (Conant)  Wil¬ 
kins,  was  born  in  Annapolis,  April  7,  1782,  and  died  in  Baltimore, 
July  21,  1850,  at  the  age  of  68.  He  married,  Nov.  11,  1811,  Mary 
Cooke  Bedford,  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  Dec.  20,  1789,  the  daughter 
of  Peter  and  Mary  (Van  Solingen)  Bedford,  died  Jan.  19,  1859,  in 
Baltimore.

After  a  number  of  years  at  St.  John’s  College,  Annapolis,  Joseph 
Wilkins  left  before  graduation  and  entered  the  wholesale  drygoods 
business  in  Baltimore.  In  this  he  was  very  successful  and  accumulated 
a  substantial  fortune.  When  he  bought  his  home  on  Franklin  Street, 
Baltimore,  his  son  Joseph  went  gunning  where  the  Washington  Mon¬ 
ument  in  Mount  Vernon  Place  now  stands.  Every  time  his  wife  gave 
birth  to  a  child  he  presented  her  with  a  handsome  piece  of  mahogany 
furniture. 

In  his  will,  probated  July  24,  1850,  he  mentioned  his  wife,  Mary 
C.  Wilkins,  and  appointed  his  son,  Dr.  Joseph  Wilkins,  and  Mr.  John 
Glenn  as  executors.  In  the  division  of  the  estate  the  daughters  took 
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the  furniture  and  Dr.  Joseph  Wilkins  the  cut-glass  and  silver.  This 
division,  however,  did  not  take  place  until  after  the  death  of  their 
mother  in  1859. 

Joseph  Wilkins  is  listed  as  one  of  the  “Citizen  Soldiers  of  Balti¬ 
more”,  serving  as  a  private  of  the  First  Baltimore  Hussars  (light 
cavalry)  under  Captain  James  Sterett  at  North  Point  and  Fort 
Me  Henry,  Sept.  12  and  13,  1814.  This  provides  eligibility  for  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  National  Society,  United  States  Daughters  of  1812. 

The  children  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Cooke  (Bedford)  Wilkins  (as 
copied  from  their  family  Bible,  published  in  1807)  were:

4.  JOSEPH  WILKINS,  M.D.,  son  of  Joseph  and  Mary  Cooke  (Bed¬ 
ford)  Wilkins,  was  born  in  Baltimore  Sept.  21,  1823,  died  there  Feb. 

5,  1902;  married  (1)  Jan.  18,  1855,  Anne  Cleves  Pleasants,  daughter 
of  William  Armistead  and  Elizabeth  (Clopper)  Pleasants,  born  Aug. 
4,  1835,  died  in  Baltimore,  Dec.  29,  1874;  (2)  Mary  Caroline  Raw¬ 
lings,  daughter  of  Frederick  and  Caroline  (Wood)  Rawlings,  born  in 
Baltimore,  Dec.  3,  1849,  died  at  Cooch’s  Bridge,  Del.,  Feb.  27,  1937. 
Their  marriage  took  place  in  the  Mt.  Vernon  Place  M.  E.  Church, 
January  19,  1882. 

Dr.  Wilkins  attended  Delaware  College  at  Newark,  now  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Delaware,  and  graduated  from  the  Medical  School  of  the 
University  of  Maryland.  He  then  studied  in  Paris  under  the  cele¬ 
brated  oculist  Demars,  where  he  graduated  with  the  highest  honors 
and  was  the  famous  oculist’s  chef  des  cliniques.  After  practising  a  few 
years  in  Baltimore  he  devoted  the  latter  part  of  his  life  to  mining 
interests.  As  a  surgeon  he  could  operate  with  either  hand. 

Among  the  pieces  of  glassware  received  by  Dr.  Wilkins  at  the  time 
of  the  division  of  his  father’s  estate  were  compotes  and  decanters  in 
a  pineapple  design  and  blue  finger-bowls  like  those  that  belonged  to 
George  Washington,  now  in  the  National  Museum  in  Washington. 
These  are  now  the  property  of  his  daughter,  Eleanor  Bedford  (Wil¬ 
kins)  Cooch  (Mrs.  Edward  Webb  Cooch). 

Dr.  Wilkins  and  his  second  wife,  Mary  Caroline  (Rawlings)  Wil¬ 
kins,  are  interred  in  the  Wilkins’  vault  in  Green  Mount  Cemetery, 
Baltimore.

5.  ELEANOR  BEDFORD  WILKINS,  daughter  of  Dr.  Joseph  and 
Mary  Caroline  (Rawlings)  Wilkins,  was  born  at  219  West  Lanvale 
Street,  Baltimore,  on  August  28,  1883;  married,  June  9,  1906,  at  the 
Mt.  Vernon  M.  E.  Church,  Edward  Webb  Cooch  of  Cooch’s  Bridge, 
Delaware.  Author  of  this  book. 

By  the  time  she  was  five  years  old  Eleanor  Wilkins  was  attending 
a  select  private  school  presided  over  by  Miss  Heloise  Cenas,  a  native 
of  New  Orleans.  She  then  studied  at  Bryn  Mawr  School  in  Baltimore. 
When  her  parents  moved  from  West  Lanvale  Street  to  St.  Paul 
Street  near  22nd,  opposite  Goucher  College,  she  attended  the  Girl’s 
Latin  School  nearby. 

After  their  marriage,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Cooch  settled  in  Newark, 
Delaware,  and  lived  there  for  some  years,  while  Mr.  Cooch  practiced 
law  in  Wilmington.  It  was  during  this  time  that  Mrs.  Cooch  studied 
for  a  year  and  a  half  at  the  Women’s  College,  University  of  Delaware, 
entering  its  first  freshman  class  in  1914. 

In  1917,  they  moved  to  Wilmington,  living  at  2012  Bayard  Ave¬ 
nue.  In  1920,  Mr.  Cooch  purchased  the  Cooch  homestead  and  farm  at 
Cooch’s  Bridge  from  the  estate  of  his  brother,  Levi  Hollingsworth 
Cooch,  who  had  died  in  1918,  and  in  1923  they  moved  there,  where 
they  have  since  resided.  This  has  been  the  home  of  the  Cooch  family 
since  1746,  when  it  was  bought  by  Thomas  Cooch  of  England,  who 
came  here  with  his  wife  and  two  children  in  that  year. 

Eleanor  (Wilkins)  Cooch  became  a  member  of  the  National  So¬ 
ciety,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  in  1913.  She  has  served 
as  Regent  of  Cooch’s  Bridge  Chapter,  State  Regent  of  Delaware, 
Vice-President  General  and  Registrar  General  of  the  National  Soci¬ 
ety,  besides  her  membership  on  a  number  of  National  committees. 

She  has  been  active  also  in  other  patriotic  organizations.  She  or¬ 
ganized  the  National  Society,  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots  in 
the  State  of  Delaware,  having  joined  on  her  mother’s  name,  “Raw¬ 
lings  of  Maryland.”  She  organized  also  the  Daughters  of  Colonial 
Wars  in  Delaware,  joining  on  the  service  of  Samuel  Howard  of  Mary¬ 
land,  but  resigned  as  a  member  after  several  years.  She  is  a  member 
of  the  First  Families  of  Virginia  by  descent  from  Mathew  Howard, 
and  of  the  National  Society,  Colonial  Dames  of  America  in  the  State 
of  Delaware  by  descent  from  Gunning  Bedford  of  Philadelphia.  As  a 
member  of  the  Order  of  the  Three  Crusades,  through  Hugh  Magnus, 
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she  served  as  its  Vice-President  and  Treasurer.  She  was  a  charter 
member  of  the  Diamond  State  Branch  of  National  League  of  the 
American  Pen  Women. 

She  was  a  member  of  the  Wilmington  New  Century  Club  and 
the  Newark  New  Century  Club,  holding  several  offices  in  the  latter, 
including  that  of  Vice-President. 

She  was  appointed  to  the  Public  Archives  Commission,  State  of 
Delaware,  in  1940  by  Governor  Richard  Cann  McMullen,  and  has 
served  continuously  under  Governors  Carvel,  Bacon  and  Boggs.

JOHN  MACCUBIN  FAMILY 

First  Generation 

JOHN  MACCUBIN  of  the  Lowlands  of  Scotland  (known  in  the 
Highlands  as  the  McAlpines)  claimed  descent  from  Kenneth  II, 
who  united  the  Piets  and  Scots  into  one  Government,  and  became  the 
first  King  of  Scotland.  John  Maccubin  came  to  the  Severn  near 
Annapolis,  Maryland,  and  lived  near  the  Howards.  (Ref.  Warfield, 
‘‘Founders  of  Anne  Arundel  &  Howard  Counties”  p.  177).  He  married 
twice,  first,  SUSAN  HOWARD,  daughter  of  Samuel  and  Catherine 
(Warner)  Howard  by  whom  he  had  three  children:

3.  Elizabeth  Maccubin

John  Maccubin,  Sr.  d.  1686,  leaving  a  will  with  Ellenor  (sic)  as 
Executrix.  His  sons,  Samuel,  William,  Zacharias  and  Moses  inherited 
his  tract  “Woodrape”,  and  his  son,  John  inherited  the  homestead 
“Bramton”  after  the  death  or  marriage  of  his  widow.  Elinor  became 
the  second  wife  of  John  Howard — no  issue.

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THE  HOWARD  FAMILY 

of 

Virginia  and  Maryland 

Matthew  Howard,  Gent,  emigrated  from  England  to  Virginia 
1623  with  Edward  Lloyd  (Carey  MSS  Chart  49).  He  lived  in  Lower 
Norfolk  County  about  20  years,  where  his  children  were  born.  He 
was  granted  150  acres  of  land.  Since  he  did  not  ask  for  land  for  any 
child,  it  can  be  assumed  that  all  his  children  were  born  in  America. 
Several  records  can  be  found  of  his  activities  here.  He  was  involved  in 
a  law  suit  with  a  Mr.  Evans  1635;  was  executor  of  the  Will  of  Rich¬ 
ard  Hall,  who  left  his  property  to  6  of  the  Howard  Children.  (Ref.: 
C.  F.  McIntosh,  Lower  Norfolk  Co.  and  Norfolk  Co.  Wills ,  1637- 
1710  p.  4.)  In  1650,  he  moved  to  the  Severn  River,  Md.  with  his 
friend,  Edward  Lloyd.  His  family  all  belonged  to  St.  Ann’s  Parish 
Church  except  his  son,  John,  who  became  a  Quaker.  He  died  intes¬ 
tate  before  1659.  His  children  were:

The  claim  of  this  family  to  the  use  of  a  Coat  of  Arms  may  be 
found  in  “William  and  Mary  College  Quarterly”,  Volume  26,  July 
1917.  An  article  by  Francis  B.  Culver,  Genealogist,  of  Baltimore,  saw 
the  seal  affixed  to  the  will  of  John  Howard.  “The  arms  are  on  an 
escutcheon,  a  bend  between  six  crosses,  crosslet  fitchee.  The  three 
lower  crosses  are  placed  diagonally  with  the  bend,  one  cross  being 
chipped  off.  These  arms  of  the  red  waxen  seal  correspond  with  the 
original  arms  of  the  Howard  Family  in  Yorkshire.

Second  Generation 

Samuel  Howard,  son  of  Matthew  and  Ann  Howard,  was  b.  Lower 
Norfolk  Co.,  Virginia,  and  migrated  to  Maryland  about  1649;  mar- 
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ried  Catherine,  daughter  of  James  and  Elizabeth  (Harris)  Warner; 
d.  latter  part  of  1703;  will  probated  Nov.,  1703.  His  widow  married 
Thomas  Tolly  11/6/1706;  marriage  recorded  in  St.  Ann’s  Parish. 
Samuel,  like  his  brothers,  became  prominent  and  influential  in  the 
Middle  Neck  Hundred.  For  his  participation  in  the  Nanticoke  expe¬ 
dition,  1678,  he  was  awarded  120  pounds  of  tobacco  (Archives  v.  7, 
38).  In  his  will,  he  gave  his  widow  the  homestead  called  “Brushy 
Neck”  during  her  widowhood.  Philip,  the  only  son,  was  given  the 
plantation  on  which  he  was  living  and  was  to  receive  “Brushy  Neck” 
on  death  or  remarriage  of  his  mother.  Personalty  was  left  to  his 
grandchildren:  John,  Samuel  and  Elizabeth  Maccubin  .  .  .,  the  residue 
of  the  estate  was  to  be  divided  among  Philip,  Susan  and  Ruth.  Chil¬ 
dren:

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THE  CONANT  FAMILY 


1.  ROBERT  CONANT,  transported  to  Maryland  in  1664,  appears 
on  Lord  Baltimore’s  Anne  Arundel  Rent  Rolls  between  that  time 
and  January  2,  1679,  when  “Conant’s  Chance”  was  surveyed,  located 
on  Herring  Creek  Bay.  His  will  has  not  been  found,  but  Early  Mary¬ 
land  Settlers  (Lib.  W.C.  #2,  pp.  50,  98)  mentions  his  wife  Lydia, 
also  his  daughters,  Ann,  Margaret,  Martha,  Lydia,  dated  1679.  He 
had  also  two  sons  Robert  and  Richard.

THE  GRESHAM  FAMILY 


1.  JOHN  GRESHAM,  SR.,  was  born  in  England,  probably  in  Lon¬ 
don,  and  was  a  citizen  of  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland,  where  he 
died  about  January,  1713.  The  name  of  his  wife  is  not  known. 
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There  was  a  John  Gresham  who  in  1640  was  allotted  100  acres  of 
land  in  the  Island  of  Kent  because  he  had  “transported  himself” 
from  England  to  the  Province  of  Maryland.  The  relationship  has  not 
as  yet  been  established  between  them.  Kent  Island  was  at  that  time 
a  part  of  Virginia. 

The  Anne  Arundel  County  records  show  that  on  Nov.  9,  1708, 
in  the  7th  year  of  the  reign  of  Her  Majesty  Queen  Anne,  he  is  listed 
first  as  the  “Worshipfull  Gentleman  Justice,  John  Gresham,  Senr., 
indicating  he  was  the  presiding  Judge.  Three  other  Justices  are 
named  and  it  is  signed  by  John  Gresham,  Junr.,  High  Sheriff,  who 
had  succeeded  his  father  in  that  office. 

John  Gresham,  Sr.,  was  a  member  of  the  Vestry  of  St.  Anne’s 
P.  E.  Church,  Annapolis. 

His  will  is  lost,  but  the  inventory  of  his  personal  estate  is  on  file 
among  the  Anne  Arundel  County  records.  One  interesting  item  in  it 
shows  him  to  have  been  the  owner  of  “ye  Sixteenth  part  of  ye  Ship 
South  River  Merchant  with  Apurtinances  Thereto  £120,”  which 
would  indicate  that  he  was  a  merchant  and  shipper.

2.  JOHN  GRESHAM,  JR.,  son  of  John  Gresham,  Sr.,  was  born  in 
England,  date  unknown,  and  died  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  where  his  will  was  probated  Dec.  24,  1723.  He  married  in  Eng¬ 
land,  Sarah  (surname  unknown)  whose  will  was  probated  in  Anne 
Arundel  County  in  1755. 

In  the  log  of  a  “Ship  bound  for  Virginia”  discovered  by  Com¬ 
mander  M.  V.  Brewington,  U.S.N.  ret.)  while  he  was  chairman  of 
the  Maritime  Committee  of  the  Maryland  Historical  Society,  Balti¬ 
more,  are  entries  signed  by  “J.  G.”,  indicating  that  the  writer  was  a 
trained  navigator.  In  the  back  of  the  Log  book  were  other  entries 
referring  to  John  Gresham’s  immediate  family,  which  would  lead  one 
to  assume  that  the  “J.  G.”  was  John  Gresham.  The  latter  show  that 
the  children  of  John  and  Sarah  Gresham  were  sent  to  England  to  be 
educated.  In  a  letter  sent  Capt.  John  Hyde,  London,  May  4,  1713, 
John  Gresham  notes  that  he  has  a  little  girl  at  Mrs.  Williams  and 
Mrs.  Johnson’s  school  at  Miland,  and  asks  for  news  of  her.  In  a 
letter  under  the  same  date  to  Gilb  Higgerson,  London,  with  a  mes¬ 
sage  for  his  son  John,  not  quite  10,  he  states:  ‘  !  *  I  here  a  very 
ill  Character  of  him,  that  he  neglects  his  schooling,  *  *  *”  and  states 
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very  bluntly  that  if  “he  doth  not  answer  my  expectations”  he  is  to 
be  ordered  home.  From  the  fact  that  he  apparently  did  not  return 
until  April  22,  1720,  when  he  was  almost  17,  one  can  conclude  that 
he  altered  his  ways. 

The  original  will  of  John  Gresham,  on  file  at  the  Hall  of  Rec¬ 
ords,  Annapolis,  still  carries  the  red  wax  seal  which  he  had  attached 
at  the  time  of  signing,  with  a  clear  imprint  of  his  coat-of-arms  and 
crest.  Gresham  tinctures  show  a  shield  of  silver,  a  black  chevron  with 
white  ermine  tails  on  it,  and  three  molets,  or  mullets,  (five-pointed 
stars),  with  the  silver  showing  through  the  holes.  The  grasshopper  of 
the  crest  is  gold. 

John  Gresham’s  will  begins  as  follows:  “To  Benjamin  Tasker 
and  Charles  Carroll  entire  estate,  if  necessary,  to  reimburse  them¬ 
selves,  they  being  sureties  on  bond  of  testator  for  faithful  performance 
of  my  duty  as  Sheriff  of  Anne  Arundel  Co.,  should  that  be  neces¬ 
sary.”  He  then  devises  to  sons  John,  Thomas  and  Richard,  and 
daughter  Priscilla  and  their  heirs  various  large  named  estates,  and  to 
Sarah  and  Elizabeth  £30  each,  a  legacy  from  father,  and  1000  acres 
on  the  Chester  River,  to  be  divided  equally  between  them.  Mrs.  Sarah 
Gresham,  his  widow,  approved  the  will,  of  which  she  and  their  son 
John  were  named  executors. 

In  her  will  Sarah  Gresham  gives  and  devises  to  her  son  Richard, 
the  only  son  to  survive  her,  “my  houses  and  lands  in  Gravesend  and 
Northfleet  or  contiguous  thereto  in  the  Kingdom  of  England,  with 
all  immovables,  appurtenances  and  appendages  hereunto  arising  and 
the  money  due  thereon,  rent  or  otherwise  being  and  belonging  unto 
me.”  This  would  appear  to  be  property  received  from  her  parents. 
Her  daughter  Sarah,  wife  of  Solomon  Wooden,  having  died  before 
her  mother,  bequests  of  thirty  pounds  currency  each  were  made  to 
“my  three  grand-daughters,  Daughters  of  my  Daughter  Sarah  Wood¬ 
en.”  To  her  daughter  Elizabeth  Jones,  only  daughter  surviving,  and 
her  son  Richard  she  left  various  articles  of  personal  property.  She 
had  made  her  will  in  1755  and  it  was  probated  in  1756,  but  before 
her  death  she  had  made  a  codicil  in  which  she  made  null  and  void 
all  bequests  to  Elizabeth  Jones  in  the  event  of  her  marriage,  and 
directed  that  they  be  divided  equally  among  her  children  “now  liv¬ 
ing  by  her  husband  Jones.”  She  appointed  another  executor  in  place 
of  her  son  Richard,  since  he  “is  now  beyond  sea  and  it  is  uncertain 
when  he  will  return.”  He  had  returned  before  the  will  came  to  pro¬ 
bate,  so  “Thomas  Smith  of  Eastern  Neck,”  appointed  in  his  place, 
did  not  serve. 
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John  Gresham,  Jr.,  son  of  John  and  Sarah,  whose  will  was  pro¬ 
bated  in  1752,  evidently  inherited  from  his  father  the  seal  ring  with 
the  coat-of-arms  and  crest  with  which  John  Gresham  had  sealed  his 
will  in  1723,  since  the  same  red  seal  appears  on  both  wills.  The  in¬ 
ventory  of  the  son’s  estate  (in  addition  to  “2  wigs,  knee  buckles, 
1  pair  of  gold  clasps  *  *  *”)  three  gold  rings,  one  of  which  may  well 
have  been  the  ring  with  the  coat-of-arms. 

Of  the  many  estates  mentioned  in  the  Gresham  wills,  one,  “Selby’s 
Marsh,”  has  been  identified  as  Gresham  Farm,  Edgewater,  Maryland. 

The  records  of  All  Hallows  Church,  near  Annapolis,  list  the  chil¬ 
dren  of  John  and  Sarah  Gresham  as  follows: 

P.  51  The  7th  of  Sept.  1699  was  born  John  son  of  John  and  Sarah 
Gresham.  Said  son  of  John  and  Sarah  Gresham  was  buried 
Sept,  the  4th  day,  1700. 

P.  56  April  the  16th,  1702  was  born  Priscilla  the  daughter  of  John 
Gresham  and  his  wife  Sarah. 

P.66  Was  born  the  29th  of  Dec.  following  (1703)  was  baptised 
John  son  of  John  Gresham  and  Sarah  his  wife. 

P.  68  Nov.  23rd,  1704,  was  born  Richard,  the  son  of  John  Gresham 
and  his  wife  Sarah.  June  5th,  1705  was  baptised  Richard, 
the  son  of  John  Gresham,  Junr.  and  his  wife  Sarah. 

P.  73  August  2nd  1706  was  born  Thomas  the  son  of  John  Gresham, 
Jr.  and  wife  Sarah  Gresham. 

P.  81  April  4th,  1709,  was  born  Sarah,  the  daughter  of  John  Gresh¬ 
am,  Junr.  and  Sarah  his  wife. 

P.  261  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  John  Gresham  and  Sarah  his  wife  was 
baptised  December  27th,  1710. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  names  of  Gresham  sons  follow 
a  definite  order — John,  Richard,  Thomas. 

There  is  given  also  on  the  Parish  records  the  death  of  John 
Gresham,  Jr.: 

P.  422  Dec.  24th,  1723,  died  Mr.  John  Gresham,  HIGH  SHERIFF, 
of  this  County.

3.  SARAH  GRESHAM,  daughter  of  John,  Jr.,  and  Sarah  Gresham, 
was  born  April  4th,  1709,  according  to  the  records  of  All  Hallows 
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Church,  which  show  also  her  marriage,  August  17,  1726,  to  Solomon 
Wooden. 

John  Gresham,  Jr.,  died  when  Sarah  was  several  months  over  14 
years  of  age.  To  her  and  her  younger  sister  Elizabeth,  13  years  old, 
he  bequeathed  1000  acres  of  land  on  the  Chester  River,  Sarah  to 
have  first  choice,  and  to  be  divided  equally.  They  were  also,  with 
their  elder  sister  Priscilla,  given  legacies  “from  my  father”  of  £30 
sterling. 

Solomon  Wooden  died  in  1749,  Sarah  Wooden  in  1752.  Both  left 
property  to  their  three  daughters,  Elizabeth,  Priscilla  and  Sarah, 
whom  Sarah  Gresham,  who  died  in  1755,  mentions  in  her  will  only 
as  “*  *  *  three  grand-daughters,  Daughters  of  my  Daughter  Sarah 
Wooden.”  She  gave  them  “thirty  pounds  currency  each.”

4.  SARAH  WOODEN,  daughter  of  Solomon  and  Sarah  (Gresham) 
Wooden,  was  married  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  1742,  to  Charles 
Conant.  No  record  has  been  found  of  her  birth  or  baptism,  but  since 
her  parents  were  married  in  1726  she  must  have  been  many  years 
younger  than  her  husband,  who  was  born  July  11,  1715,  the  son  of 
Robert  and  Sophia  Conant.  She  was  living,  widow  Sarah  Conant,  in 
September,  1756. 

There  is  no  record  of  the  death  of  Sarah  Conant,  and  her  will 
has  not  been  located,  but  Chancery  Papers  show  that  Charles  and 
Sarah  Conant  were  the  parents  of  three  children,  Sarah,  Charles  and 
Henrietta.  Charles  Conant’s  will  mentions  only  his  son  Charles,  to 
whom  is  devised  “my  four  negroes  *  *  also  “all  my  sterling 
money  I  now  have  in  the  hands  of  Silvanus  Graves,  John  Buckan- 
nan,  and  William  Perkins,  Merchants  of  London.” 

With  this  will  is  the  following  interesting  statement: 

“I,  Thomas  Cuney,  do  hereby  declare  that  I  was  sent  for  by  Mr. 
Charles  Connant  the  13th  of  July,  1756,  in  order  to  make  his  will 
and  by  his  orders  and  directions,  and  I  understood  from  him  that 
he  designed  the  above  bequest  to  his  son  as  a  separate  legacy  over 
and  above  the  rest  of  his  children  by  reason  of  his  being  very  young 
and  to  be  brought  up  and  educated,  and  I  am  very  sure  he  was  per¬ 
fectly  in  his  senses  at  the  time  of  giving  the  above  directions  but 
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could  not  proceed  to  complete  the  will  by  reason  of  his  extreme  diffi¬ 
culty  of  breathing.  I  also  declare  that  Elizabeth  Wooden,  Priscilla 
Wooden,  Charles  Schales,  and  Benjamin  Carr  were  present  at  the 
time.  Witness  my  hand  this  17th  July,  1756.  THOS.  CUNY.” 

From  the  above  we  are  justified  in  concluding  that  this  will  even 
in  its  unfinished  condition,  was  accepted  for  probate.

This  old  book 
bears  his  signature  on  the  flyleaf,  “William  Wilkins,  Jr.,  His  Book,  1760.” 
That  part  of  the  title  page  that  gave  the  date  that  the  13th  edition  of  this  dic¬ 
tionary  was  published  has  been  torn  off,  but  the  Librarian  of  he  University 
of  Delaware  states  that  he  found  the  10th  edition  of  this  dictionary  was  issued 
in  1742  and  the  14th  in  1751,  and  therefore  concludes,  “This  proves  that  your 
13th  edition  was  issued  before  1751,  probably  in  1748/9.”

An  old  document  signed  by  Henry 
Hollingsworth  describes  the  boundaries  of  20  acres  assigned  to  Gun¬ 
ning  Bedford  which  was  a  part  of  the  200  acres  granted  to  John 
Thomas,  Cecil  Co.  dated  April  18,  1713.  This  land  was  on  the  Elk 
River  near  Northeast,  Maryland.  He  is  thought  to  be  the  father  of 
Gunning  Bedford2  of  Philadelphia.  Gunning  Bedford1  is  buried  in 
Northeast,  Md.

Gunning  Bedford  lived  in  Philadelphia;  was  an  architect  and  one 
of  the  founders  of  Carpenter’s  Hall.  He  was  one  of  the  Trustees  to 
purchase  the  lot  on  Chestnut  street  on  which  the  hall  now  stands 
and  one  of  the  committee  to  determine  the  plans.  The  first  Conti¬ 
nental  Congress  met  in  the  hall  and  continued  to  occupy  it  until  July 
4,  1776.  Gunning  Bedford  was  a  great  friend  of  Penn,  who  gave  him 
a  silver  punch  strainer  made  from  a  silver  dollar.*  He  was  an  elder 
in  the  Arch  St.  Pres.  Church.  He  mar.  2d,  Mary  Stephens,  widow  of

The  exact  date  of  Peter's 
death  is  not  known  but  administration  papers  were  granted  Dec.  15, 
1818.  (See  Adm.  Accts.  vol.  M,  p.  130  acct.  #311.)

He  married  (1)  Marie 
Maillet,  daughter  of  Claude  Maillet,  citizen  of  Geneva,  and  Mar¬ 
guerite  de  Livon,  by  whom  he  had  one  child,  Abraham;  (2)  as  shown 
by  the  record,  Isabelle  Elizabeth  Philippin,  daughter  of  Jean  Philip- 
pin,  a  nobleman  and  citizen  of  Geneva,  and  his  wife,  Anthoyne 
Compte  (Comte),  were  married  “Sunday,  the  15th  of  the  month  of 
June,  1550,  at  the  evening  service  of  3  o'clock  *  *  *  by  me,  F.  Bour- 
going,  pastor,"  at  St.  Peter's,  Geneva.  Calvin  Francois  Jaquet  was 
a  member  of  “Inner  Council",  also  the  “Council  of  Two  Hundred",

from  1546-1572.  His  re-election  each  year  is  on  file  in  Geneva.  He  and 
Isabelle,  his  second  wife,  were  both  called  “Honorable.”  He  died  in 
1572.  The  baptisms  of  their  children,  among  them  (3.)  PIERRE, 
baptised  Nov.  30,  1557,  are  recorded  at  Madeleine  Church,  Geneva. 

Philippin  Coat  of  Arms

he  placed  an  epitaph  upon  his  burial  vault  at  St.  Rochus  Church,  a 
decorative  plate  with  the  words:  “Petter  Jackett,  and  Magdaleina 
his  wife  and  both  their  heirs  burial  vault  1591.”  Underneath  is  a  coat 
of  arms  with  a  free  mark  and  the  letters  P  and  J.  He  married  (1) 

Magdalena  - ,  who  died  Dec.  22,  1595,  leaving  two  children. 

Pierre  Jaquet ’s  second  wife  was  also  named  Magdalena,  but  the  sur¬ 
name  of  neither  wife  can  be  found.  They  had  six  children,  names  un¬ 
known.  Pierre  Jaquet  died  Nov.  28,  1610,  and  his  second  wife  on 
July  27,  1619.

THE  VAN  CULEMBORG  PEDIGREE 


SOPHIA  VAN  CULEMBORG,  dau.,  of  Melchoir  van  Colemborg 
and  his  wife,  Anna  Muls  or  Mulss,  was  born  Nov.  6,  1601  (Mss.  pedi¬ 
gree  of  the  deCarpentier  Family  in  possession  of  Jonkheer  Coenen  van 
Gravensloot,  of  Driebergen,  Holland,  referred  to  in  Genealogy  of  the 
deCarpentier  Family ,  by  E.  J.  Sellers,  Philadelphia,  1909  at  p.  22) 
and  was  baptised  at  Deventer,  March  28,  1602.  She  married  twice 
(  v.  II,  1624-1650,  of  Marriage  Records,  Civil  Archives  at  Deventer) : 

m.  Jan.  15,  1625  Hans  Coster,  widower 

m.  June  27,  1627  Johan  de  Carpentier,  widower  (see  de  Carpentier

The  Van  Culemborg  Family  was  of  distinguished  ancestry.  The 
first  Lord  van  Culemborg  was  Roelof  who  ruled  for  30  years  at  the 
Castle  at  Bueren  and  died  1174,  being  buried  with  his  wife  at  Bosi- 
chem.  Roelof  was  the  7th  and  last  Lord  van  Bosichem.  Gerbrand,  first 
Lord  van  Bosichem ,  married  the  daughter  of  Lord  van  Pont.  He  died 
925.  He  was  the  brother  of  Theodoric ,  Count  of  Teisterbant  and 
Hoey,  who  was  slain  in  battle  with  the  Normans  in  880  with  his  wife; 
was  succeeded  by  their  son  Henry  in  the  earldom;  the  manors  of 
Bosichem,  Zeelen,  etc.,  passed  to  their  younger  son,  Gerbrand.  Walter , 
Count  of  Teisterbant,  in  the  Dukedom  of  Gelders,  District  of  the 
Betuwe,  d.  724  or  742.

Adela  de  Vexin,  dau.  of  Raoul  (or  Ralph)  III  the  Great,  the 
Count  of  Valois  and  Vexin. 

ADELAIDE  de  VERMANDOIS,  d.  ca.  1120,  Countess  of  Verman¬ 
dois  and  Valois;  m.  HUGH  MAGNUS,  d.  1101;  Duke  of  France 
and  Burgundy,  Marquis  of  Orleans,  Count  of  Amiens,  Chaumont, 
Paris,  Valois  and  Vermandois;  Leader  of  the  1st  Crusade.  He  was 
the  son  of  Henry  I,  King  of  France,  who  died  1060,  and  Anne, 
daughter  of  Jaroslaw,  Duke  of  Russia. 

MAHAUD,  m.  RAOUL,  who  succeeded  as  Sire  de  Baugenci  in  1080. 
The  date  of  his  death  is  unknown,  although  he  was  living  in  1118. 
He  married  (1)  Agathe,  daughter  of  Foulques  l’Oison,  Count  de 
Vendome.  Mahaud  (or  Mathilde),  daughter  of  Hugh  (or  Hugues) 
Magnus,  was  his  second  wife. 

AGNES  de  BAUGENCI,  m.  ENGUERRAND  II,  who,  as  eldest  son, 
succeeded  his  father,  Thomas,  in  1130  in  the  seigneuries  de  Couci, 
de  la  Fere,  de  Marie,  de  Creci,  de  Vervins,  de  Fontaines  and  other 
places.  In  1131  he  restored  to  the  churches  the  property  of  which 
they  had  been  deprived  by  his  father.  He  left  in  1147  in  the  suite 
of  Louis  le  Jeune  for  the  Holy  Land,  in  which  expedition  he  is 
believed  to  have  died. 

K 

RAOUL  I,  called  de  Marie  on  account  of  his  residence  chiefly  in  that 
town,  succeeded  as  eldest  son  of  Enguerrand  II  in  the  seigneury 
de  Couci  and  in  most  of  the  other  lands  (1148).  In  1190  he  em¬ 
barked  with  King  Philippe  Augusta  for  the  Holy  Land  and  died 
in  1191  at  the  siege  of  Acre.  He  married  (1)  Agnes,  called  la 
Boiteuse,  second  daughter  of  Baudoin  IV,  Count  of  Hainaut,  who 
died  1173;  (2)  ALIX,  daughter  of  Robert  I,  Count  de  Dreux, 
who  was  living  in  1217,  by  whom  he  had 
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ENGUERRAND  III,  Le  Grand ,  who  succeeded  his  father  in  1191 
in  most  of  his  lands  and  titles.  He  deserved  the  name  of  Grand 
which  was  attributed  to  him;  his  life  was  very  eventful  and  filled 
with  brilliant  incidents.  He  died  in  1242/3  at  Gersi  and  was  buried 
at  the  Abbey  of  Foigui.  He  married  (1)  Eustache,  (1202),  sister 
of  Raoul  and  Jean  I,  Counts  de  Rouci;  (2)  Mathilde  or  Mahaut, 
daughter  of  Henri  le  Lion ,  Duke  of  Saxony,  who  died  without 
issue;  (3)  MARIE,  daughter  of  Jean,  Seigneur  de  Montmirel  in 
Brie,  who  brought  as  dowry  the  land  of  Conde  in  Brie,  and  later 
received  the  seigneuries  de  Montmirel,  d’Oisi  in  Cambresis,  de 
Crevecoeur,  and  other  lands.  Enguerrand  had  by  his  third  wife 

ALIX  de  COUCI,  who  married  Arnoul  III,  COUNT  de  GUINES, 
to  which  and  the  Seigneuries  d’Ardes  and  de  Bourbourg  he  suc¬ 
ceeded  in  1243  on  the  death  of  his  father,  Baudoin  III.  He  died 
in  1283. 

ENGUERRAND  V,  Chief  of  the  second  branch  of  the  Sires  de  Couci, 
who  succeeded  his  uncle  Enguerrand  IV  in  the  Seigneury  de 
Couci,  de  Marie,  etc.;  married  CHRISTIANA  de  LINDSAY, 
niece  of  John  de  Baliol,  successor  to  Alexander  III,  King  of  Scot¬ 
land.  Enguerrand  V  died  shortly  after  1321;  he  retained  all  his 
life  the  name  and  arms  of  Guines  but  his  posterity  resumed  that 
of  Couci. 

GUILLAUME,  as  eldest  son  succeeded  his  father  in  1321/2.  He  mar¬ 
ried,  1311,  ISABELLE,  daughter  of  Gui  IV  de  Chatillon,  Count 
de  Saint-Pol.  His  father  put  him  in  possession  of  the  seigneury 
of  Couci  of  which  he  immediately  took  the  title.  Guillaume  died 
in  1335  and  was  buried  at  the  Abbey  of  Premontre  beside  his 
father.  By  his  marriage  he  had  as  a  younger  son 

AUBERT  de  COUCI,  Seigneur  de  Dronai  near  Montmirel,  de  Droisy 
and  de  Romney,  who  married  JEANNE  de  VILLE-SAVOIR. 
Aubert  de  Couci  is  mentioned  at  an  assembly  of  Parliament  in 
1396.  He  was  buried  with  his  wife  in  the  choir  of  the  Church  of 
Nogent  near  Coucy,  where  their  tomb  appears  with  their  effigies 
and  the  following  epitaphs: 

“Here  lies  noble  Dame  Madame  Jehanne  de  Villesavoir, 
formerly  wife  of  Monsieur  Aubert  de  Coucy,  who  departed 
this  life  MCCC.IIIIxx  &  V. 

“Here  lies  noble  man  Monsieur  Aubert  de  Coucy,  formerly 
Sire  de  Trouvay  [Dronay]  who  departed  this  life  MCCC  le 
XXe  day  of  September.” 
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MARIE  de  COUCI,  or  Coucy,  married  (1)  in  1370  GILLES  VI  de 
MAILLY,  Chevalier,  Baron  de  Mailly,  Seigneur  de  Bouillancourt, 
etc.;  (2)  Gaucher  de  Chatillon  and  (3)  Jean  de  Lissac.  Gilles 
died  abt.  1393.  He  married  (1)  by  contract  of  Jan.  16,  1366, 
Jeanne  de  Donquerre,  dau.  of  Bernard  de  Donquerre,  Chevalier, 
and  of  Jeanne  de  Lambersart,  who  died  shortly  after  her  mar¬ 
riage  without  children;  and  by  his  second  marriage  to  Marie  de 
Coucy  he  had 

COLART  (Nicholas),  Baron  de  Mailly,  Seigneur  de  Bouillancourt, 
etc.,  the  honor  of  his  race,  who  was  a  minor  at  the  death  of  his 
father.  He  was  killed  at  the  battle  of  Agincourt  in  1415  with 
his  eldest  son  Colart,  who  became  a  Chevalier  the  same  day. 
They  were  buried  together  in  the  Church  of  Saint  Nicholas  at 
Arras  where  may  be  seen  on  their  tomb  the  crown  of  fleur-de-lis, 
added  since  that  date  to  their  arms  and  attached  to  the  house  of 
de  Mailly,  by  a  favor  that  the  King  believed  due  him  in  recog¬ 
nition  of  his  services.  He  married  his  cousin,  MARIE  de  MAILLY, 
Dame  de  Lorsignol  and  de  Bours,  daughter  of  Gilles  de  Mailly, 
Vicomte  d’Oulchy  and  Jeanne  de  Billy.  She  married  (2)  Denis 
de  Brimeu  (called  elsewhere  David  de  Brimeu),  Seigneur  de  Hum- 
bercourt.  She  died  Sept.  16,  1456,  and  was  buried  in  the  Church 
of  Saint  Nicholas  at  Arras.  Colart  and  Marie  de  Mailly  had  as 
third  son 

JEAN  II,  Baron  de  Mailly,  Seigneur  de  Bouillancourt,  Ravensbergh, 
etc.,  surnamed  VEtendart  de  Mailly  and  le  brave  Chevalier.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  Belleforest,  he  was  one  of  the  seigneurs  that  left  the 
side  of  the  Duke  of  Burgundy  in  order  to  follow  King  Charles 
VII;  also  among  the  seigneurs  of  the  kingdom  who  signed  in  1420 
the  contract  of  marriage  of  Catherine  of  France,  daughter  of 
Charles  VI,  with  Henry  V,  King  of  England;  in  1436  he  was  sent 
to  Tours  by  the  King  in  order  to  receive  Marguerite  of  Scotland 
who  came  to  Marry  Louis,  Dauphin  of  France.  He  married  about 
1426  CATHERINE  de  MAMEZ,  Dame  de  Ravensbergh  and  de 
Cayeu,  dau.  and  heiress  of  Pierre  de  Mamex,  Seigneur  de  Ravens¬ 
bergh,  and  Catherine,  Dame  de  Cayeu.  Their  second  daughter 

ANTOINETTE  de  MAILLY,  married  by  contract  of  Dec.  30,  1452, 
PHILIPPE  de  NOYELLES,  Vicomte  de  Langle,  to  whom  she 
brought  the  lands  of  Ploich  and  of  la  Cliqueterie.  He  was  Cham¬ 
berlain  of  Monseigneur  le  bon  Duke  Philippe  of  Burgundy,  Cap¬ 
tain  of  Cavalry  and  Colonel  of  Infantry,  and  was  appointed,  1464, 
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one  of  the  principal  commanders  of  the  naval  army  of  said  Duke 
Philippe,  which  the  Count  de  la  Roche  of  Ardenne  led  against 
the  Turks. 

Dame  NICOLE  de  NOYELLES,  born  1453/60,  married  Joncheer 
(or  Seigneur)  JEAN  de  VILLERS,  bom  1440/55.  Their  son 

JEAN  de  VILLERS,  the  younger,  born  in  1480,  and  lived  for  some 
time  at  the  Convent  in  Messines  where  he  was  nobleman  in 
ordinary  and  domestic  (or  of  the  household)  of  the  Abbess, 
Madame  de  Poix,  his  cousin.  About  1505/7  he  married  MARIE 
van  MYSEELE,  then  widow  of  Jan  Beutack,  “having  both  estate 
and  income.”  Jean  de  Villers  was  not  very  old  when  he  died  for 
his  widow  married  (3)  Pieter  de  Carpentier,  by  whom  she  had 
a  son  Joris  de  Carpentier. 

ISABEELE  (Isabella)  de  VILLERS  was  born  in  1512,  apparently 
at  Messines,  and  married  JAN  de  CARPENTIER,  born  at  Mes¬ 
sines,  August,  1511,  died  at  Ypres  Dec.  14,  1580,  and  is  buried 
in  St.  Martin’s  Church.  Isabella,  his  wife,  died  at  Middleburg 
Sept.  15,  1584,  aged  72  years,  and  was  buried  at  St.  Peter’s 
Church.  Jan  de  Carpentier  and  Isabella  de  Villers  had  as  sixth 
child  and  third  son 

ROELANT  de  CARPENTIER,  born  the  day  before  Christmas,  1546; 
married  at  Sandwich,  England,  JOSINA  van  HECKE,  daughter 
of  Jacob  van  Hecke  and  Barbara  Huwyn,  daughter  of  William 
Huwyn  of  Bruges.  Josina  Van  Hecke  was  born  at  Bruges  in  1553 
and  died  in  Utrecht,  Apr.  20,  1628,  aged  75  years.  Roelant  de 
Carpentier  was  Pensionary  of  Ypres,  1578,  and  in  1582  he  was 
deputized  to  visit  the  Prince  of  Orange  at  Antwerp  where  he 
remained  until  June,  1584.  He  died  at  Amsterdam  October  6, 
1618,  aged  71  years  nine  months.  Their  eldest  son  was 

JAN  de  CARPENTIER,  born  at  Sandwich,  England,  June  8,  1577 
O.S.;  married  (1)  at  Li£ge,  Apr.  9,  1598,  MARIA  HELLINX, 
who  died  in  1626;  (2)  SOPHIA  van  CULENBURG  (Culemborg), 
June  27,  1627,  at  Deventer  Nov.  6,  1601,  the  daughter  of  Mel¬ 
chior  van  Culenburg  and  his  wife,  Anna  Muls.  Sophia  van  Culen- 
burg  died  March  6,  1633,  and  was  buried  at  the  Great  Church  at 
Culenburg.  Jan  de  Carpentier  married  (3)  MARIA  van  LIEN- 
DEN,  born  March  1,  1610.  She  had  married  (1)  Capt.  Godefroy 
Duerschot  and  (2)  Allbert  Vorsterman.  Her  will  is  dated  May  19, 
1649;  Jan  de  Carpentier  survived  her  until,  at  least,  1654,  since 
he  mentions  that  date  in  his  account.  He  was  77  years  of  age  at 
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that  time  and  probably  died  shortly  after.  The  eldest  child  of 
Jan  de  Carpentier  and  Sophia  van  Culenburg  was 

MARIA  de  CARPENTIER,  bom  May  31,  1628;  died  Jan.  27,  1662 
(Del.  Hist.  v.  V,  p  203  Pub  by  Hist.  Soc.  Del.);married  Apr.  3, 
1646,  at  Tamarica  in  Brazil,  JAN  PAUL  JAQUET,  Commissary 
of  that  place,  born  1615/20,  son  of  Pierre  Paul  Jaquet  and  Anna 
Maria,  his  wife.  He  served  the  Dutch  West  India  Company  for 
many  years,  and  about  1654  emigrated  to  America.  Three  of  their 
children  were  born  in  Brazil  (Maria,  Petrus  and  Johannes)  and 
the  fourth,  Paul,  was  baptised  at  the  Dutch  Reformed  Church, 
New  Amsterdam,  July  18,  1655;  the  baptismal  records  give  the 
parents  as  Jan  Pauluszen  Jaket  and  Maria  Carpentier.  Jan  Paul 
Jaquet  was  commissioned  Fire  Warden  of  New  Amsterdam,  Apr. 
13,  1655;  on  Nov.  29,  1655,  he  was  commissioned  by  Stuyvesant 
as  Vice-Director  and  Chief  Magistrate  (Governor)  on  the  South 
River  (the  Delaware)  of  New  Netherland  and  served  until  Apr. 
20,  1656.  He  was  a  justice  of  the  court  of  New  Castle  Court, 
Delaware,  from  Sept.  23,  1676  until  his  death  in  1685;  elected 
Elder  of  Immanuel  Church  at  New  Castle  Dec.  3,  1678.  On  March 
26,  1669,  Francis  Lovelace,  Governor  General,  confirms  Jean  Paul 
Jaquet’s  title  to  200  acres  of  land  “stretching  from  ye  neck  of 
land  where  he  said  Jean  Paul  Jaquet  now  lives,”  the  said  land 
being  along  Christeen  Kill.  (The  Duke  of  York  Record  1646-1679, 
folio  11;  Dover  Del.)  On  May  23,  1671,  his  title  was  confirmed 
for  a  lot  in  the  town  of  New  Castle.  (Liber  A,  Vol.  I,  p.  17)  In 
1682  he  received  a  grant  of  200  acres  from  William  Penn.  (Pa. 
Arch.,  2d  Ser.  VII,  p.  181.)  He  and  two  of  his  sons,  Peter  and 
Jan,  Jr.,  took  the  oath  of  allegiance  to  the  English  Government 
February  22,  1683. 

PETER  JAQUET,  eldest  son  of  Jean  Paul  Jaquet  and  Maria  de 
Carpentier,  was  born  February  18,  1650,  at  Rio  Grande,  Brazil. 
He  married  INGEBORG,  daughter  of  Dr.  Tymen  Stidham,  sur¬ 
geon  of  the  Swedish  Colony,  who  is  mentioned  in  his  will  dated 
Feb.  1,  1686,  and  probated  Feb.  24,  1686,  as  “Ingabor  Dtiddom”, 
also  his  wife  Christina,  little  daughter  Magdolena,  and  sons  Lucas 
and  Erasmus.  (A.  73,  New  Castle  Co.  Wills.)  Peter  Jaquet  is 
mentioned,  July  4,  1699,  as  a  contributor  for  the  building  of 
Holy  Trinity  (Old  Sweden)  Church,  Wilmington.  The  second 
son  of  Peter  and  Ingeborg  (Stidham)  Jaquet  was 

PETER  JAQUET,  Jr.,  was  of  Swanwick,  New  Castle  County.  He 
was  elected  Warden  of  Immanuel  Church  at  New  Castle,  1715, 
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and  a  member  of  the  Vestry  the  same  year,  according  to  the 
Church  records.  His  will  is  not  on  file  or  recorded,  but  he  was  liv¬ 
ing  on  February  8,  1729,  when  William  Muslander  and  his  wife 
conveyed  to  Peter  Jaquet  of  Swanwick  150  acres  on  the  south 
side  of  Christiana  Creek.  His  wife  was  ANN  (surname  unknown) 
who  subsequently  married  a  Dushane,  as  on  February  15,  1747/8, 
she,  as  Anne  Deushane,  of  Swanhook,  New  Castle  County,  names 
her  children  by  Peter  Jaquet  as  Joseph,  youngest  son,  Judith, 
Nicholas,  Catherine,  Peter,  and  Susannah.  (G.  106,  New  Castle 
County  Wills.) 

SUSANNA  JAQUETT,  married,  1742,  Gunning  Bedford,  2d,  born 
in  1720,  died  March  25,  1802,  aged  82  years. 

PETER  BEDFORD,  second  son  and  eighth  child  of  Gunning  and 
Susanna  (Jaquet)  Bedford,  married  Mary  Van  Solengin,  sister 
of  Dr.  Henry  Moue  Van  Solengin  of  New  York  City. 

MARY  COOKE  BEDFORD,  born  Dec.  20,  1789,  married  Joseph 
Wilkins. 

(See  The  Wilkins  Family,  p.  10.) 

Note:  Eleanor  Bedford  (Wilkins)  Cooch  became  a  member  of  The  Huguenot 
Society  on  the  line  from  Jean  (or  Jan)  Paul  Jaquet. 


STIDDEN  FAMILY 

DR.  TIMON  STIDDEN,  a  native  of  Hummal,  north  of  Sunds- 
vall,  Sweden  came  to  New  Sweden  prior  to  1643.  After  acquiring 
land,  he  returned  to  Sweden,  1644.  Amandus  Johnson  The  Swedish 
Settlements  on  the  Delaiuare  1638-1664  published  by  the  Swedish 
Colonial  Society  of  Philadelphia  1911  furnishes  several  references 
to  his  activities.  On  page  709  we  find  his  name  on  the  “List  of  those 


who  returned  home  to  Sweden,  1644” 

Officers: 

Captain  Christer  Boije .  1 

The  Barber-surgeon  Timon  Stidden .  1 


He  apparently  returned  home  to  get  his  wife  and  children.  His 
mother  was  living  in  Stockholm  in  1641.  Arrangements  were  made 
to  sail  with  the  Ninth  Expedition  (1649-1673)  on  the  ship  “Gasen” 
which  left  Sweden  July  3,  1649.  The  Ship  met  with  disaster  after 
leaving  St.  Martin’s  where  they  took  on  Salt.  The  ship  struck  rocks. 
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The  Colonists  succeeded  in  getting  to  a  small  island.  They  were 
spotted  by  the  Spanish  who  rescued  them  only  to  rob  them  and  treat 
them  very  badly.  Their  clothes  were  pulled  off,  their  Swedish  books 
burned,  and  many  other  indignities  were  suffered.  Eventually  Timon 
Stidden  managed  to  get  to  Amsterdam  with  his  “wife  and  five  chil¬ 
dren”.  They  “arrived  in  most  miserable  circumstances  and  were  aided 
by  Trotzig.  Stidden  was  brought  to  Sweden  by  Boender”.  Of  the 
45-50  Colonists  only  19  besides  some  officers  and  soldiers  returned 
to  Sweden  (p.  269-277). 

Once  more  the  family  sailed  for  New  Sweden.  On  p.  716  we  find 
Timon  Stidden’s  name  among  the  “Officers,  soldiers,  Servants  and 
Freemen  (1654-55).  His  land  holdings  may  be  found  in  Crane  Hook 
on  the  Delaware  1667-1699  pub.  1958,  by  Jeanette  Eckman.  Several 
of  his  younger  children  must  have  been  bom  in  New  Sweden.  When 
his  wife  died  is  not  known.  He  married  2nd,  Christina  Walraven,  a 
widow.  Christina’s  will  was  proved  3-13-1698.  She  leaves  her  prop¬ 
erty  to  her  children  by  Walraven  with  her  son,  Jonas  as  Executor. 
This  would  indicate  that  she  had  no  children  by  Timon  Stidden. 
Only  4  of  Timon  Stidden’s  9  children  are  mentioned  in  his  will, 
proved  4-24-1686.  He  mentions  his  wife,  Christina;  dau.,  Ingabor 
Stiddom;  little  dau.,  Magdolena  Stiddom;  sons  Lucas  Stiddom,  Eras¬ 
mus  Stiddom.  His  children  were:

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THE  RAWLINGS  FAMILY 


1.  RICHARD  RAWLINGS,  who  settled  on  South  River,  in  Anne 
Arundel  County  in  the  Province  of  Maryland,  about  1673,  is  the 
earliest  known  settler  in  Maryland  of  this  branch  of  the  Rawlings 
Family.  In  January,  1674,  he  purchased  from  Henry  Pierpont  80 
acres  of  land  on  the  north  side  of  South  River  in  Anne  Arundel 
County,  to  which  he  later  added  by  purchase  50  acres,  “Rawlings 
Purchase”,  and  a  few  years  later  an  adjoining  tract,  “Long  Venture”, 
consisting  of  250  acres  near  Severn  River. 

He  married  Jane  (surname  unknown)  and  in  his  will,  made  in 
1696  (April  11)  and  probated  May  2,  1696,  he  mentions  his  wife  and 
five  minor  children  surviving  him.  On  Aug.  29,  1699,  Jane,  the  widow 
and  administratrix  of  Richard  Rawlings,  deceased,  with  her  then 
second  husband,  Phillip  Griffin,  whom  she  had  married  prior  to  June 
1,  1698,  passed  the  account  of  her  late  husband’s  estate  amounting 
to  upwards  of  £101  Sterling.

2.  JOHN  RAWLINGS,  son  of  Richard  and  Jane  Rawlings,  was 
born  in  Anne  Arundel  County  about  1690  and  died  there  April  1, 
1727;  married,  Jan.  13,  1712,  Eleanor  Ridgely,  daughter  of  William 
and  Elizabeth  Ridgely.

My  executors  will  use  £20  to  supply  four  youngest 
children  with  suitable  clothing,  etc.  It  is  my  desire  that  my  children 
be  put  out  to  be  taken  care  of  as  my  executors  see  fit.  *  *  *  That  my 
executors  shall  lot  to  the  Rev.  John  Humphreys  and  Mr.  Francis 
Pierpont  to  have  those  of  my  children  that  they  were  pleased  to 
promise  me,  etc. 

(Francis  Pierpont  a  witness)  Dated  26th  March,  1727

NOTE:  John  Rawlings'  wife  Eleanor  evidently  predeceased  him. 

It  is  likely  that  Francis  Rawlings  was  taken  into  the  home  of 
Francis  Pierpont,  accounting  for  his  being  the  final  heir  of  the  Pier¬ 
pont  estate. 

Rent  Rolls  in  the  Hall  of  Records  show  Francis  Rawlings  hold¬ 
ing  exact  plantations  and  acreages  as  shown  in  Pierpont-Rawlings 
deed.

3.  FRANCIS  RAWLINGS,  son  of  John  and  Eleanor  (Ridgely) 
Rawlings,  was  bom  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  and  was  baptised  at 
All  Hallows  Church  in  said  County,  Sept.  11,  1716.  He  married  about 
1740  Lurana,  or  Laurana,  whose  surname  is  unknown. 

Francis  Rawlings  was  the  owner  and  proprietor  of  an  Inn,  which 
was  the  rendezvous  of  certain  of  the  militia  during  the  Revolutionary 
War.  He  was  a  planter,  and  the  Proprietary  Debt  Rolls  for  1753  and 
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subsequent  years  show  him  to  have  been  the  owner  of  parts  of  the 
following  tracts  of  land,  viz.:  “Long  Venture”,  “Rawlings  Purchase”, 
“Providence”  and  “Anything”,  amounting  in  all  to  several  hundred 
acres.  He  is  recorded  in  the  first  United  States  Census  of  1790  as  the 
head  of  a  family. 

He  died  on  his  plantation  “Rawlings  Purchase”  in  January,  1794, 
and  his  will,  dated  July  21,  1793,  is  duly  recorded  among  the  Anne 
Arundel  County  wills. 

Francis  Rawlings  was  accepted  as  a  Patriot  by  the  National 
Society,  Daughters  of  the  American  Revolution,  and  the  National 
Society,  Daughters  of  Founders  and  Patriots  of  America,  for  Eleanor 
B.  (Wilkins)  Cooch  and  others. 

There  is  an  interesting  old  map  of  Anne  Arundel  and  adjoining 
counties,  prepared  by  Dennis  Griffith  in  1794  and  “respectfully  In¬ 
scribed  by  the  Author”  to  the  Governor,  The  Senate  and  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  on  which  are  located  his 
Inn  and  a  mill,  designated  as  “Rawlings”.

4.  Eleanor,  born  Oct.  19,  1748. 

5.  Sarah,  born  Dec.  13,  1749,  died  before  July  21,  1793;  married, 
Jan.  31,  1784,  James  Baldwin,  brother  of  Lieut.  Henry  Bald¬ 
win.  Sarah  and  James  Baldwin  had  six  children:  Edward, 
Eleanor,  Thomas,  Laurana,  Francis  and  Lydia. 

6.  Thomas,  born  May  12,  1752;  otherwise  unknown. 

7.  Jehosephat,  born  Dec.  17,  1753;  was  a  sea  captain,  otherwise 
unknown. 

8.  Stephen,  born  April  13,  1755,  died  before  July  21,  1793;  mar¬ 
ried,  Jan.  6,  1779,  Eleanor  Lusby.  They  had  three  children: 
Thomas,  Laurana,  Eleanor. 

9.  Sele,  born  Nov.  26,  1756;  otherwise  unknown. 

10.  Richard,  born  June  14,  1758;  married  (1)  April  4,  1781,  Sarah 
Thornton;  (2)  Dec.  23, 1789,  Mary  Bryan.  Otherwise  unknown. 
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11.  Greenbury,  born  about  1760.  Otherwise  unknown. 

12.  Jonathan,  born  about  1762;  married  (1)  July  13,  1789,  Eliza¬ 
beth  Lusby;  (2)  April  2,  1794,  Rachel  Bryan. 

13.  Laurana,  born  about  1764;  married,  March  3,  1789,  John 
Brown.

4.  JOSHUA  RAWLINGS,  son  of  Francis  and  Lurena  (or  Laurena) 
Rawlings,  was  born  in  1766,  on  his  father’s  farm  near  Mount  Tabor, 
at  the  head  of  South  River  in  Anne  Arundel  County;  married,  July 
13,  1789,  Elizabeth  (Mantel)  Lusby,  the  widow  of  Baldwin  Lusby. 
Reference:  Brumbaugh,  V.  2,  P.  405.  The  home  of  the  family,  Rawl¬ 
ings  Homestead,  was  located  at  what  is  now  known  as  Cross  Roads, 
Anne  Arundel  County,  and  their  granddaughter,  Mary  Caroline, 
often  told  of  her  visits  there  as  a  child,  of  the  huge  fireplace  with  a 
seat  built  in  at  each  end,  and  of  the  family  burial  plot  with  the  high 
stone  wall  around  it.  She  was  told  never  to  climb  that  wall  because 
there  were  snakes  there,  but  once  when  chased  by  a  bull  she  felt 
justified  in  scrambling  up  and  over.  There  were  no  snakes,  so  she 
waited  until  the  bull  got  tired  and  went  away,  and  then  climbed  out 
again.  Many  of  the  Rawlings  family  lie  in  that  graveyard,  while  oth¬ 
ers  are  interred  in  the  cemetery  of  the  Baldwin  Memorial  Chapel 
nearby. 

Joshua  Rawlings  died  in  December,  1836  at  his  residence  on  or 
near  the  Patapsco  River;  his  widow  died  February,  1840,  in  Balti¬ 
more  City,  in  her  75th  year. 

The  children  of  Joshua  and  Elizabeth  (Mantel)  Rawlings  were: 

1.  Joshua,  born  about  1790;  married  (1)  Miss  Wright;  (2)  (wife’s 
name  unknown).  Children  by  1st  wife:  Mary,  Elizabeth,  Sarah, 
Julia,  and  Charles;  by  2d  wife:  Caroline  and  Catherine. 

2.  Elizabeth;  married  Samuel  Dorsey  of  Howard  County. 

3.  Anne;  married  Aug.  22,  1829,  Robert  S.  Buckmiller  of  Balti¬ 
more.  Their  children  were:  Elizabeth,  Joshua,  Robert  Smith, 
Amanda  Melvina,  Frances,  and  Olivia  Mantel. 

4.  FREDERICK,  born  Aug.  28,  1802;  married  Caroline  (Wood) 
Atkinson. 

5.  James,  born  Sept.  12,  1811;  died  Aug.  4,  1875;  married  1836, 
Mary  Catherine  Woodward,  daughter  of  Captain  Henry  Wood¬ 
ward  and  widow  of  Richard  Warfield  Turner.  James  Rawlings 
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must  have  inherited  the  Rawlings  Homestead  for  it  was  at  his 
home  that  Mary  Caroline  Rawlings  visited  as  a  child.  Their 
children  were: 

i.  Frederick,  born  Nov.  14,  1837;  died  Sept.  26,  1860,  unmar¬ 
ried. 

ii.  Joshua  Soule,  born  March  20,  1839;  married,  1865,  Mar¬ 
garet  D.  Snyder  of  Baltimore.  He  was  a  merchant  in  Balti¬ 
more,  dealing  in  leaf  tobacco  and  farm  implements. 

He  was  prominent  in  the  Methodist  Church.  Their  children 
were: 

(a)  Mary  Katherine,  born  March  22,  1866;  married  Charles 
T.  Marsden  of  Baltimore.  Issue:  Lula  Rawlings,  born 
Jan.  19,  1889,  and  Katherine  Stevens*,  born  May  18, 
1892,  both  were  married  but  had  no  issue. 

(b)  Frances  Louisa,  born  Aug.  23,  1867;  died  Sept.  3,  1891, 
unmarried. 

(c)  Joshua  Soule,  Jr.,  born  Oct.  12,  1869;  married,  April 
10,  1907,  Mary  Maxwell  MacRae.  Their  children  were: 
Mary  Margaret,  born  Sept.  28,  1910,  and  two  other 
children,  younger  than  Joshua,  Jr.,  died  in  early  child¬ 
hood. 

iii.  Steven  Gambrill,  born  March  4,  1852;  married  Nellie  Dun¬ 
can.  Their  children  are  Frederick  and  Mary  Catherine. 
There  were  eight  other  children  born  to  James  and  Mary 
Catherine  (Woodward)  Rawlings,  who  died  unmarried  or  in 
early  childhood. 
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5.  FREDERICK  RAWLINGS,  son  of  Joshua  and  Elizabeth  (Man¬ 
tel)  Lusby,  was  born  Aug.  28,  1802,  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Mary¬ 
land,  died  in  Baltimore  City,  Nov.  25,  1881;  married,  Jan.  13,  1841, 
Caroline  (Wood)  Atkinson,  born  April  26,  1814,  the  daughter  of 
Henry  and  Rebecca  Wood  and  widow  of  Samuel  Atkinson.  After  her 
husband  s  death  in  1851  Caroline  (Wood)  Rawlings  remained  in 
Baltimore  City,  caring  for  her  young  family,  which  included  Samuel 
Atkinson,  Jr.,  her  child  by  her  first  marriage.  One  evening  in  early 
spring,  1854,  as  the  family  was  at  supper,  a  coal-oil  lamp  was  over¬ 
turned  and  the  flaming  oil  set  fire  to  her  clothes.  She  ran  outside  and 
Mr.  Luther  Reynolds,  a  friend  and  neighbor  passing  by,  took  off  his 
overcoat  and,  wrapping  it  around  her,  succeeded  in  putting  out  the 

*  Katherine  m  1st  Dr.  Harold  Disbrow,  2nd  Dr.  Edward  Dillon. 
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flames.  She  was  badly  burned,  however,  and  while  she  lingered  for  a 
time  she  died  as  a  result  of  the  accident.  On  April  14,  1854,  she  was 
buried  in  Baltimore  Cemetery,  in  a  blinding  snowstorm.  Rebecca 
(Ruth)  Wood,  her  mother  and  the  children’s  grandmother,  being 
anxious  to  keep  the  little  family  together,  took  them  into  her  home 
and  cared  for  them  until  her  death  in  1866.  By  that  time  Elizabeth, 
the  eldest  Rawlings  child,  was  in  her  early  20’s  and  married,  and 
Mary  Caroline,  the  youngest,  was  15.  Nothing  further  is  known  of 
Samuel  Atkinson,  Jr.,  whom  Henry  Wood’s  Bible  record  shows  to 
have  been  about  15  at  the  time  of  his  mother’s  death. 

The  children  of  Frederick  and  Caroline  (Wood)  Rawlings  were: 

1.  Elizabeth  A.,  born  Oct.  19,  1841;  married  Sept.  4,  1865,  John 
E.  Talty  of  Washington,  D.  C.  They  had  six  children,  all  of 
whom  either  died  in  youth  or  left  no  issue. 

2.  Richard  Cromwell,  born  June  23,  1844;  died  May  7,  1881,  un¬ 
married. 

3.  Robert  Buckmiller,  born  Nov.  13,  1846;  died  Aug.  3,  1871,  un¬ 
married. 

4.  MARY  CAROLINE,  born  Dec.  3,  1849,  in  Baltimore  City, 
died  at  Cooch’s  Bridge,  Del.,  Feb.  27,  1937,  at  the  home  of  her 
daughter,  Eleanor  Bedford  (Wilkins)  Cooch.  She  was  87  years 
of  age.  Married,  Jan.  19,  1882,  Dr.  Joseph  Wilkins  of  Baltimore 
City.

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THE  RIDGELY  FAMILY 


1.  WILLIAM  RIDGELY  was  born  about  1645  (?)  and  died  in  1716, 
in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Maryland.  He  was  the  brother  of  Colonel 
Henry  Ridgely  who  settled  in  Anne  Arundel  County,  and  died  in 
Prince  Georges  County  in  1710,  mentioning  his  brother  William  in 
his  will. 

It  is  claimed  that  these  Ridgely  brothers  came  from  Devonshire, 
England,  although  Staffordshire  appears  to  have  an  ancient  seat  of 
the  de  Ruggeley  (or  Ridgely)  family.  There  was  also  an  old  Ruggely 
family  in  Dunton,  Hemlingford  Hundred,  Warwickshire,  which  traced 
its  descent  from  Nicholas  Ruggeley,  living  there  in  the  15th  century. 
(Dugdale’s  Antiquities  of  Warwickshire ,  [II,  934].) 

William  Ridgely  arrived  in  Maryland  in  1672,  thirteen  years  after 
the  arrival  of  his  brother  Henry  Ridgely.  William  patented  in  1675, 
“Ridgely’s  Beginning”  (40  acres),  on  the  north  side  of  South  River, 
in  Anne  Arundel  County,  which  he  and  his  wife  Elizabeth  in  1710 
sold  to  Amos  Garrett,  merchant  of  Annapolis.  On  the  15th  of  August, 
1681,  there  was  returned  to  the  Land  Office,  Annapolis,  a  warrant  for 
1075  acres  of  land  granted  to  John  Howard  and  William  Ridgely  of 
Anne  Arundel  County,  May  13,  1680,  which  warrant  was  endorsed 
as  follows:  “I,  William  Ridgely,  have  made  sale  of  this  my  part  of 
the  (within)  warrant  unto  my  brother  Henry  Ridgely  on  May  20, 
1681.”  (Signed)  William  Ridgely. 

William  Ridgely  patented  in  1694,  “Ridgely’s  Chance”  (305 
acres).  On  Nov.  12,  1700,  he  bought  of  James  Finley  200  acres  of  a 
tract  of  land,  called  “Abington,”  at  the  head  of  South  River,  which 
he  made  his  homestead.  His  landed  estates  were  “Ridgely’s  Begin¬ 
ning”  (40  acres),  “Ridgely’s  Chance”  (305  acres),  and  “Abington” 
(200  acres). 

In  1710  William  Ridgely,  Sr.,  and  William  Ridgely,  Jr.,  with  their 
wives  Elizabeth  and  Jane  Ridgely,  respectively,  conveyed  land  to 
Mary,  the  widow  of  Colonel  Henry  Ridgely. 

William  Ridgely  died  intestate  and  on  Nov.  1,  1716,  Elizabeth, 
his  widow,  gave  bond  for  the  administration  of  his  estate. 

The  children  of  William  and  Elizabeth  Ridgely  were: 

1.  William,  born  1678  (?);  married  Jane,  daughter  of  George 
Westfall.  He  died  in  1719. 
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2.  Jehosaphat,  born  1680 (?),  died  1725;  married,  Nov.  16,  1721, 
Frances,  daughter  of  Anthony  Ruley. 

3.  Elizabeth,  married  1701,  Thomas  Macaulay. 

4.  ELINOR,  married  1712,  John  Rawlings. 

5.  Sarah,  married  1712,  John  Barry. 

6.  Mary,  married  1727,  Nicholas  Saunders. 

7.  Anne,  married  1727,  William  Henwood.

THE  RUTH  AND  BARTON  FAMILIES 

JOHN  RUTH  married,  June  1,  1795,  Charlotte  Barton,  born  Oct.  28, 
1771,  in  Baltimore.  She  was  a  daughter  of  AZEL  BARTON  whose 
will,  dated  July  30,  1822,  mentions  that  he  had  already  provided  for 
his  six  daughters,  “that  is,  Charlotte  Ruth,  Casander  Gitchel,  Sarah 
Allender,  Letitia  Pierce,  Harriott  Barton,  and  Elizabeth  Furgeson,” 
so  he  gave  them  twenty-five  cents  each  “and  no  more.”  Records  show 
that  Charlotte  Barton’s  mother  was  Ann  Holt,  daughter  of  John  and 
Sarah  Holt,  born  June  12,  1744,  who  married  Azel  Barton  Aug.  29, 
1769.  The  Holt  family  was  of  St.  John  and  St.  George’s  Parish, 

located  in .  Md.,  and  John  Holt  is  given  in  the  records  of 

the  Parish  as  Church  Warden. 

We  have  no  record  of  the  death  of  Charlotte  (Barton)  Ruth,  but 
the  records  of  the  Old  Light  Street  M.  E.  Church  show  that  John 
Ruth  was  buried  Nov.  7,  1830.  Many  of  the  old  graves  were  later 
removed  to  Mt.  Olivet  Cemetery,  Frederick  Road,  Baltimore,  but 
there  is  nothing  to  show  whether  his  was  one  of  them. 

The  only  child  of  John  and  Charlotte  (Barton)  of  whom  we 
have  record  was: 

1.  Rebecca,  born  March  15,  1795;  married  Henry  Hobbs  Wood.

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THE  WOOD  FAMILY 


1.  HENRY  HOBBS  WOOD  was  born  Feb.  22,  1791,  and  according 
to  the  statement  of  his  son  Oliver  in  the  1880  Census  of  Baltimore 
City,  his  father  was  born  in  England;  he  died  Sep.  10,  1863,  and  is 
buried  in  the  Baltimore  Cemetery,  North  Avenue,  Baltimore  City, 
Lot  149.  He  married,  July  28,  1813,  Rebecca  Ruth,  the  daughter  of 
John  and  Charlotte  (Barton)  Ruth,  who  was  born  March  15,  1795, 
and  died  March  16,  1866.  He  was  a  prominent  flour  merchant  in  Bal¬ 
timore.  When  the  British  came  to  Baltimore  in  1814,  he  took  his 
wife  and  their  baby  daughter,  Caroline,  and  Charlotte  (Barton) 
Ruth,  his  wife’s  mother,  to  the  home  of  Mrs.  Letitia  Pierce,  Mrs. 
Ruth’s  sister,  at  Pierce’s  mills  in  Baltimore  County.  Hearing  the  gun¬ 
fire  he  quickly  took  his  leave  and  returned  to  the  city.  He  was  a 
private  in  Captain  Horton’s  Maryland  Chasseurs,  under  General 
John  Strieker,  and  he  wrote  in  his  family  Bible  an  interesting  account 
of  his  service: 

“Baltimore,  Sept.  12,  1814. 

“The  Battle  was  fought  at  North  Point  and  commenced  at  1 
o’clock  and  continued  one  hour  and  a  half.  The  American  Troops 
then  shamefully  retreated  to  the  city  of  Baltimore  and  the  British 
came  within  two  miles  of  the  city  and  then  encamped  for  one  day 
and  one  night — then  retreated  to  their  vessels. 

“The  British  commander,  General  Ross,  was  killed  by  one  of  the 
riflemen  in  the  beginning  of  the  engagement.  I  saw  him  fall  from  his 
horse  and  I  was  immediately  sent  off  by  General  Strieker*  with  the 
information  from  him  to  our  worthy  General  Smith,  who  acted  prime 
upon  receiving  the  message.” 

The  service  of  Henry  Hobbs  Wood  furnishes  eligibility  for  mem¬ 
bership  in  the  National  Society,  United  States  Daughters  of  1812.

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THE  COOCH  FAMILY 


1.  THOMAS  COOCH  was  born  in  England  about  1698;  he  married 
Sarah  (Lowen)  Vaughn  of  Hatfield  Parish,  widow  of  Robert  Vaughn, 
whom  she  had  married  August  15,  1723.  Robert  Vaughn  died  Nov.  3, 
1723,  and  in  1724  was  born  a  posthumous  daughter,  who  was  named 
Sarah  for  her  mother.  Research  by  the  Society  of  Genealogists  of 
London  in  Boyd’s  Marriage  Index  shows  that  it  was  not  until  May 
26,  1733,  that  there  took  place  the  marriage  of  “Thomas  Cooch,  of 
St.  Michael  Queenhith,  London,  bachelor,  to  Sarah  Vaughn  of  St. 
Faith  the  Virgin,  London,  Widow.’’  At  that  time  Thomas  Cooch 
would  have  been  about  35  years  of  age. 

After  living  in  England  for  thirteen  years,  they  sailed  in  1746  for 
America,  bringing  with  them  their  two  children,  Frances  Elizabeth 
and  Thomas,  Jr.,  and  came  to  Delaware,  where  Thomas  Cooch  bought 
a  house  and  grist-mill  on  Christiana  Creek.  He  did  not  build  the  pres¬ 
ent  house  until  1760. 

Thomas  Cooch’s  stepdaughter,  Sarah  Vaughn,  who  had  been 
nine  years  old  at  the  time  of  her  mother’s  second  marriage,  was  22 
years  of  age  in  1746.  She  married  Jacob  Belew,  but  as  no  record  of 
their  marriage  has  been  found  in  Delaware  it  is  probable  that  it  took 
place  in  England.  They  settled  in  Red  Lion  Hundred,  New  Castle 
County,  Delaware,  where  they  lived  for  many  years.  Jacob  Belew 
died  about  1781.  She  lived  until  1783,  and  her  close  relations  with  her 
stepfather’s  family  are  shown  by  the  fact  that  in  her  will  (made 
June  7,  1783,  probated  Oct.  28,  1783)  she  named  as  her  executor 
her  half-brother,  Thomas  Cooch,  Jr. 

Thomas  Cooch  and  his  wife  Sarah  brought  with  them  from  Eng¬ 
land  a  large  oaken  chest.  In  the  wood  over  the  drawer  is  cut,  “Lon¬ 
don,  1602.”  This  chest  is  now  owned  by  Richard  L.  Cooch,  Newark, 
Delaware. 

They  brought  also  an  oaken  wine  chest,  containing  large  and 
smaller  blown  bottles  and  two  wine  glasses  etched  in  gold.  This  is 
owned  by  Edward  Webb  Cooch,  Sr.  of  Cooch’s  Bridge,  Delaware,  and 
a  silver  tankard,  brought  also  from  England  by  Thomas  Cooch  the 
Immigrant,  is  now  the  property  of  Mr.  Cooch’s  son,  Thomas  Cooch. 
Still  in  the  old  Cooch  homestead  is  Sarah  (Lowen)  Cooch’s  pewter 
plate-warmer,  with  her  name  “Sarah  Cooch”  engraved  on  the  under 
side  in  the  exact  middle.  On  the  under  side  of  this  plate-warmer  may 
be  seen  also  the  hallmarks  of  the  maker  and  stamped  in  the  metal  an 
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acorn-shaped  impression,  with  a  crown,  rose,  and  “Made  in  London.” 
A  large  pewter  platter,  supposed  to  have  belonged  to  Thomas  Cooch, 
is  now  the  property  of  Edward  Webb  Cooch,  Jr.  At  the  old  Cooch 
home  may  be  seen  also  two  silver  tablespoons  marked  with  the  initial 
“C”  and  below  it  “T  +  S”.  The  same  marking  appears  on  the  tank¬ 
ard. 

Thomas  Cooch  was  commissioned  Captain  in  1756,  during  the 
French  and  Indian  Wars,  in  the  Lower  Regiment  of  New  Castle 
County,  under  Colonel  Jacob  Van  Bibber.  He  took  an  active  part  in 
civil  affairs,  and  in  1773  was  appointed  Judge  of  the  Court  of  Com¬ 
mon  Pleas  for  New  Castle  County  by  Lieut.  Governor  John  Penn. 

On  March  20,  1775,  immediately  before  the  beginning  of  the 
American  Revolution,  Thomas  Cooch  was  chosen  Colonel  for  the 
lower  division  of  New  Castle  County,  and  was  active  in  raising  a  de¬ 
fense  fund  for  the  “relief  of  our  suffering  brethren  at  Boston.”  On 
June  2,  1775,  at  a  meeting  of  the  Field  Officers  of  New  Castle  County, 
among  them  Colonel  Thomas  Cooch,  it  is  interesting  to  find  that 
after  the  specified  details  of  the  uniforms  to  be  used  by  the  troops,  it 
was  ordered  that  “Col.  M’Kinly’s  Regiment  have  white  Cuffs  and 
Capes,  Col.  Cooch’s  Regiment  have  buff  Cuffs  and  Capes;  and  Col. 
Cantwell’s  Regiment  have  green  Cuffs  and  Capes.” 

The  uniforms  of  the  troops,  as  described  in  Volume  III  of  the 
Delaware  Archives,  would  seem  to  have  been  anything  but  practical. 

“ Ordered , 

“That  the  Regiments  be  uniformed  in  the  following  manner, 
viz.  With  short  light  blue  coats,  lined  with  white,  with  slash 
Pockets  and  false  slash  sleeves,  plain  small  white  Metal  Buttons, 
with  Buttons  and  Button-Holes  on  both  Sides  of  the  Breast,  the 
Buttons  behind  the  Holes;  short  white  Waistcoats,  with  Belts, 
white  Breeches,  black  Garters,  white  Stockings  and  half  Spatter¬ 
dashes.  The  Colonels  and  Lieutenant-Colonels  to  wear  an  Epaul¬ 
ette  on  each  Shoulder,  the  Majors  to  wear  one  on  the  left  Shoulder, 

all  of  Silver. - All  other  commissioned  Officers  to  wear  a 

Shoulder-strap  of  the  Colour  of  the  Facings,  edged  with  white 
lace  on  each  Shoulder,  the  non-commissioned  Officers  to  wear 
plain  Shoulder-straps  of  the  Colour  of  the  Facings;  the  Privates 

to  wear  plain  Shoulder-straps  of  the  Colour  of  the  Coat. - 

The  Hat  to  be  small  and  round,  without  Button  or  Loop,  bound 
with  black,  and  a  broad  Ribbon  around  the  Crown  of  the  Colour 
of  the  Facings.”

Since  the  Delaware  Colonial  militia,  in  which  Captain  Thomas 
Cooch  had  seen  active  service,  formed  the  nucleus  of  Delaware’s  Rev¬ 
olutionary  troops,  it  was  only  logical  that  Thomas  Cooch  should 
have  been  chosen  to  be  the  colonel  of  one  of  the  three  New  Castle 
regiments. 

In  the  Maryland  Historical  Magazine  for  June,  1946,  is  a  very 
interesting  account  of  the  news  of  the  Battle  of  Lexington  as  carried 
by  the  express  riders  to  the  Committees  of  Safety  in  the  Colonies. 
These  letters — and  there  were  many  as  the  weeks  passed — were 
copied  upon  receipt,  then  endorsed  as  having  been  forwarded  to  the 
next  town  of  importance,  there  to  be  copied  and  forwarded.  The  first 
letter  after  the  Lexington  Alarm,  though  addressed  to  Samuel  Patter¬ 
son,  Esq.,  by  John  Thompson  from  “Newcastle  Tuesday  morning 
about  3  O’clock  25t  April,”  came  first  to  Colonel  Cooch,  who  for¬ 
warded  it  promptly  to  Patterson,  with  the  following  note: 

“Samuel  Patterson  Esqr. 

Xtiana  Mills 

Sr  You  are  Desired  to  Forward  this  to 
Baltimore  As  Fast  as  possible  I  am  yrs. 

Thos.  Cooch 

to  Tobias  Rudelph  Esqr 
a  Elk” 

25  Aprile  in  ye  Morng 

Samuel  Patterson,  replying  “Tuesday  morning  at  Break  of  day  by 
messenger”,  states  that  the  letter  is  being  forwarded  and  asks  that 
Colonel  Cooch  come  to  him  at  Christiana  directly. 

Sarah  (Lowen)  Cooch  died  in  October,  1784,  and  with  Colonel 
Thomas  Cooch,  her  husband,  is  buried  in  the  Welsh  Tract  Cemetery 
at  the  foot  of  Iron  Hill. 

Colonel  Thomas  Cooch  in  his  will,  made  Dec.  17,  1780,  before 
the  death  of  his  wife,  mentions  his  wife,  Sarah;  his  son,  Thomas; 
grandchildren:  Thomas,  Francis,  William,  and  Elizabeth  Cooch; 
Sarah,  Dorcas,  and  Mary  Armitage,  and  William  Simonton;  daugh¬ 
ter,  Frances  Elizabeth  Simonton.  He  appointed  his  son-in-law,  John 
Simonton,  and  Alexander  McBeth  as  executors.  He  died  Nov.  16, 
1788,  and  his  will  was  proved  Nov.  24,  1788. 

The  children  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (Lowen)  Cooch  were: 

1.  THOMAS;  married  (1)  Sarah  Griffith;  (2)  Sarah  Welsh. 
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2.  Frances  Elizabeth;  married  (1)  John  Armitage;  (2)  John 
Simonton. 

Both  children  were  born  in  England. 
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Second  Generation 

2.  THOMAS  COOCH,  JR.,  son  of  Thomas  and  Sarah  (Lowen) 
Cooch,  was  born  im  England  and  came  to  America  with  his  parents 
and  sister  in  1746.  He  married  (1)  Sarah  Griffith,  (2)  Sarah  Welsh 
of  Philadelphia. 

After  his  marriage  he  moved  to  a  large  tract  of  land  east  of  Chris¬ 
tiana,  Delaware,  on  the  road  to  New  Castle,  where  he  lived  until 
his  death,  which  took  place  in  February,  1785,  three  years  before  his 
father.  He  and  his  first  wife  are  buried  in  the  Welsh  Tract  Ceme¬ 
tery. 

In  his  will,  dated  Dec.  28,  1784,  probated  Feb.  3,  1785,  in  which 
he  is  referred  to  of  New  Castle  Hundred,  he  mentions  his  wife,  Sarah; 
sons,  Thomas,  Francis  and  William;  dau.,  Elizabeth  Maxwell.  The 
executors  named  were  John  Simon  and  William  McMeehen. 

Thomas  Cooch,  Jr.  enlisted  in  Col.  Samuel  Patterson’s  battalion 
in  1776.  Scharf’s  History  of  Delaware  (v.  1,  p.  239)  states:  “Nearly 
300  of  the  480  mutinied.  The  Want  of  arms,  and  the  great  extent  of 
our  frontiers  on  the  river  and  bay  of  Delaware  must  apologize  for 
the  smallness  of  this  aid.  It  was  difficult  to  obtain  men  to  enter  this 
command  on  account  of  lack  of  money  and  supplies.  When  the  men 
were  approached,  Thomas  Cooch,  Jr.,  answered:  ‘Ready  and  willing 
to  march.’  ”  He  signed  the  Oath  of  Allegiance  11-17-1778. 

Two  little  tombstones,  side  by  side,  in  Bethel  Cemetery  (a  branch 
of  Welsh  Tract)  near  the  home  of  Thomas  Cooch,  Jr.,  mark  the 
graves  of  two  of  his  children  who  died  in  infancy.  Those  by  his  wife, 
Sarah  (Griffith)  Cooch  who  survived  were: 
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1.  WILLIAM,  born  June  5,  1762;  married  Margaret  Hollings¬ 
worth. 

2.  Elizabeth;  married  Solomon  Maxwell. 

Children  by  2d  wife,  Sarah  (Welsh)  Cooch: 

3.  Thomas,  3d;  married  (1)  Hannah,  (2)  Isabella.  He  moved  to 
Ohio.  His  children  were:  Thomas  W.,  Lowen  R.,  Sarah  Ann 
and  Eliza. 

4.  Francis  Lowen,  born  1770;  married  in  1799  Elizabeth  Maris, 
born  1776,  died  in  1840.  He  lived  first  on  his  father’s  farm,  then 
in  New  Castle,  where  he  was  cashier  in  the  Farmers  Bank.  He 
died  in  1854  and  was  buried  in  the  First  Presbyterian  Church 
yard,  New  Castle.  His  children  were  Ann  R.,  Thomas,  Margaret 
Maris,  Frances  Elizabeth,  Richard  M.,  Sarah  W.,  and  Caroline 
Lynch.

Third  Generation 

3.  WILLIAM  COOCH,  son  of  Thomas,  Jr.,  and  Sarah  (Griffith) 
Cooch,  was  born  June  5,  1762,  and  lived  with  his  grandfather,  Colonel 
Thomas  Cooch,  at  Cooch’s  Bridge.  He  married,  Nov.  25,  1789,  (rec¬ 
ord  at  Cecil  Co.  Court  House)  Margaret  Hollingsworth,  born  in  Elk- 
ton,  Md.,  Dec.  7,  1766,  the  daughter  of  Zebulon  and  Mary  (Evans) 
Hollingsworth.  She  died  Sept.  4,  1833,  and  with  her  husband,  who 
died  Sept.  25,  1837,  is  buried  in  Welsh  Tract  Cemetery. 

There  is  a  tradition  in  the  Cooch  family  that  William  ran  away 
from  home  and  enlisted  shortly  after  the  Battle  of  Cooch’s  Bridge, 
Sept.  3,  1777.  He  was  gone  for  several  years.  He  was  the  owner  of 
considerable  real  estate  in  New  Castle  County;  an  incorporator  of 
the  Delaware  and  Chesapeake  Canal  in  1801;  the  Glasgow  grammar 
school  in  1803;  a  member  of  a  committee  of  Trustees  of  Newark 
Academy,  appointed  to  manage  a  lottery  to  raise  $50,000  to  establish 
Delaware  College.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Delaware  House  of  Repre¬ 
sentatives  from  New  Castle  Co.,  Oct.  1795  and  1801;  State  Senator 
Nov.,  1804.  His  books  show  him  to  be  a  great  reader.  He  attended  the 
Welsh  Tract  Baptist  Church.  He  was  tall  and  stately,  with  a  fine 
commanding  presence,  and  a  handsome  face  and  figure.  He  wore  a 
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suit  of  buff  and  blue,  with  massive  knee  and  shoe  buckles.  These 
buckles  are  now  owned  by  Edward  W.  Cooch,  Jr. 

Margaret  Hollingsworth  was  5th  in  Descent  from  Valentine 
Hollingsworth  and  4th  in  descent  from  John  Evans  and  Margaret 
Kirkpatrick.  Her  life  at  home,  in  the  community  and  as  a  member 
of  the  Pencader  Presbyterian  Church,  Glasgow  will  be  found  in  the 
Allyn,  Foote ,  Webb ,  Cooch ,  and  Wilkins  Genealogy  by  Mary  Evarts 
(Webb)  Cooch  (p.  122). 

An  old  letter  written  by  Margaret  Cooch  Randolph  age  92  dated 
Nov.  16,  1900,  describes  life  at  Cooch’s  Bridge  while  visiting  William 
and  his  wife  Margaret  (Peggy)  Hollingsworth  Cooch.  Her  visits  began 
at  age  of  2.  At  the  age  of  9  she  says: 

“I  was  a  merry  girl  &  went  to  the  Baptismals  at  the  (Welsh  Tract) 
Church  near  by  &  was  not  fascinated  with  the  muddy  waters  of  the 
(Christiana)  creek.  I  rode  on  a  pillion  with  my  dear  Aunt  to  Pen¬ 
cader  on  the  intermediate  Sundays.  I  went  my  Uncle’s  way  every 
other  Sunday  but  I  well  remember  the  graves  of  our  buried  dead  at 
Welsh  Tract.  My  dear  Aunt  heard  her  class  of  slaves  every  Saturday 
night — Old  Hatfield  among  them  to  whom  my  Uncle  gave  his  freedom, 
but  when  two  weeks  had  passed,  he  was  found  in  the  chimney  corner 
&  said  There  was  no  freedom  like  Massa’s  kitchen  &  Missus  Chimney 
corner’. 

“I  was  fond  of  my  Cousin  Levi  who  drove  us  about  to  the  teas  in 
honor  of  my  grandmother  ...  I  remember  they  had  splendid  hot 
rye  slappers  &  luscious  cream  ...  I  had  Elvira  &  Margh,  the  former 
had  one  eye  &  they  were  slaves  &  my  body  guard  &  Hope  who  took 
me  to  a  flax  pulling.  The  only  time  I  have  ever  seen  flax  growing  & 
manufactured  by  the  household  &  spun  &  woven  by  the  slaves.  There 
were  two  slaves,  men  named  Van  Rensellaer  &  Dillon,  house  servants 
&  named,  I  was  told  after  two  French  officers  of  the  Revolution  (some 
kin  perhaps).  Hope  was  a  very  nice  white  woman.  I  slept  with  her  in 
a  small  room  over  the  front  door  where  there  was  a  small  portico,  not 
the  present  modish  piazza  &  I  remember  going  down  the  flight  of 
steps  &  mounting  my  pillion  at  the  foot  from  a  horse  block  .  .  .1  was 
the  ‘watch  woman’  &  I  looked  along  the  mill  road  when  my  aunt  said 
‘Is  there  anyone  coming?’  Yes,  Miss  Darrach’s  carriage — we  laid 
down  the  elegant  carpet  which  in  those  warm  days  was  kept  in  a 
closet  at  the  end  of  the  hall  &  laid  down  when  we  saw  ‘Quality’  ap¬ 
proach.  I  remember  cousin  Zeb  (Hollingsworth  Cooch)  ’s  kind  visits 
in  Phila.  and  mourned  when  we  heard  of  his  sad  death  on  the  streets 
of  Paris  (run  over  by  an  Omnibus).” 
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On  another  visit — “Uncle  and  Aunt  were  both  dead  &  my  cousin, 
Levi  &  his  dear  family  were  about  him.  Cousin  George  Maxwell 
drove  us  over  &  we  had  delicious  preserved  tomatoes  for  supper. 
Meanwhile  my  grandmother  &  Father  died  &  news  came  of  a  will 
found  among  Dorcas  Armitage’s  papers— a  will  sent  during  war  times 
&  secreted  by  this  half  crazy  woman:  monies  left  to  some  of  our 
Cooch  family  by  an  Uncle  Lowen,  our  greatgrandmother’s  brother 
(lived  in  Middlesex,  England,  died  about  the  time  of  the  Rev.  War. 
His  will  (copy)  was  found  about  1840  in  the  Lewis  house  on  the  east 
side  of  Academy  St.  in  Newark.  Dorcas  Armitage  was  the  daughter  of 
Frances  Elizabeth  (Cooch)  Armitage  and  wife  of  Philip  Lewis).  We 
were  to  receive  a  handsome  sum,  lawyers  were  employed  &  fees  sent — 
My  cousin,  John  Lowber  Welsh  who  was  then  minister  at  the  Court 
of  St.  James  assisted  in  the  search,  so  did  the  Hon.  Reverdy  Johnson 
(U.S.  Att.  Gen.,  U.S.  Senator,  Minister  to  England)  &  all  came  to 
naught  .  .  .  Yesterday,  my  son,  Edmund  was  elected  Treasurer  of  the 
New  York  Life  Insurance  Co.” 

Eleanor  B.  Cooch,  wife  of  Edward  W.  Cooch,  Sr.,  now  has  the 
footstove  owned  by  Margaret  Hollingsworth  Cooch  and  also  her  shoe 
buckles. 

William  Cooch  was  appointed  Commissioner  of  Tax  for  New 
Castle  Co.  by  the  Governor  Feb.  9,  1807,  and  Major  General  in  lieu 
of  Henry  M.  Ridgely;  resigned  March  14,  1827.

LEVI  GRIFFITH  COOCH,  son  of  William  and  Margaret  (Holl¬ 
ingsworth)  Cooch,  b.  Feb.  17,  1803,  at  Cooch’s  Bridge;  d.  Feb.  7, 
1869;  buried  in  Welsh  Tract  Cemetery.  He  m.  Sarah  Conant  Wil- 
kins4  (Wm.i,  Wm.2,  Joseph3)  April  3,  1838,  in  Baltimore,  Md.  Sarah 
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was  b.  Sept.  17,  1812;  d.  May  8,  1900,  Newark,  Delaware.  Levi  G. 
Cooch  inherited  the  homestead  at  Cooch’s  Bridge.  He  was  a  hand¬ 
some  man,  courteous  and  generous.  He  was  a  member  of  the  mounted 
body  of  citizens  who  met  Marquis  de  Lafayette  at  the  Penna.-Del. 
state  line  when  Lafayette  visited  the  United  States  in  Oct.,  1824. 
Levi  was  a  member  of  the  State  Legislature,  House  of  Representatives 
1846  and  1848.  Sarah  Conant  Wilkins  Cooch  resided  at  Cooch’s 
Bridge  until  the  marriage  of  her  oldest  son,  Joseph  Wilkins  Cooch. 
She  purchased  a  brick  house  on  Quality  Hill,  Newark  where  she  re¬ 
sided  until  her  death.

5.  JOSEPH  WILKINS  COOCH,  son  of  Levi  Griffith  Cooch  and 
Sarah  Conant  Wilkins  was  b.  June  23,  1840  at  Cooch’s  Bridge,  Del. 
where  he  lived  until  he  moved  to  Newark  in  Dec.  1903.  He  was  edu¬ 
cated  at  Newark  Academy  and  at  Delaware  College.  He  was  a  member 
of  the  State  Senate,  New  Castle  Co.,  Del.  1878-9;  1881-2.  Colonel 
on  the  staff  of  Gov.  John  P.  Cochran,  Jan.  20,  1875.  Register  of 
Wills  June  4,  1891.  Member  of  Constitutional  Convention  of  Dela¬ 
ware,  1897.  Trustee  of  the  Poor,  Pencader  Hundred  during  construc¬ 
tion  of  New  Castle  Co.  Hospital  and  State  (then  County)  Insane 
Asylum  at  Farnhurst.  Jury  Commissioner  of  New  Castle  Co.,  Mar. 
20,  1907.  Federal  Jury  Commissioner,  Dist.  of  Del.  at  time  of  death. 
Member  and  Foreman  of  Grand  Juries.  Trustee  of  Newark  Academy. 
Member  of  Hiram  Lodge  No.  25,  A.F.&A.M.  of  Newark,  July  1870. 
Grand  Receiver  of  Grand  Lodge,  A.O.U.W.  of  Del.;  member  of  His¬ 
torical  Society  of  Delaware.  Charter  Member  of  Society  of  Sons  of 
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the  Colonial  Wars  of  Delaware.  President,  Farmers  Trust  Co.,  New¬ 
ark,  Director  of  Equitable  Trust  Co.  Wilmington.  He  died  Mar.  26, 
1917,  and  is  buried  in  Welsh  Tract  Cemetery.  He  m.  Mary  Evarts 
Webb,  dau.  of  Rev.  Edward  Webb  and  Nancy  Allyn  Foote,  April  12, 
1871. 

Mary  Evarts  Webb  was  b.  June  18,  1849,  in  Passumalie,  near 
Madura,  Southern  India.  Her  parents  were  missionaries  for  19  years 
in  India.  Her  father,  Rev.  Edward  Webb  was  b.  Dec.  15,  1819  in 
Lowestoft,  England;  d.  April  6,  1898,  Pa.  Her  mother,  Nancy  Allyn 
Foote  was  b.  July  13,  1825,  Portage,  N.  Y.;  d.  Jan.  20,  1902,  Oxford, 
Pa.  Both  are  buried  in  Oxford,  Pa.  Cemetery.

He  has  practised  law  continuously  since  that  time.  In  1958  he  was 
one  of  14  entertained  by  the  Delaware  Bar  Association  at  a  dinner 
held  at  the  Wilmington  Country  Club  for  all  who  had  practiced  law 
over  50  years.  He  has  been  a  member  of  the  Masonic  Lodge  since 
1909.  He  was  elected  Grand  Master,  Grand  Lodge,  Delaware  1923; 
assisted  in  laying  cornerstones  of  George  Washington  National  Me¬

Thomas  attended  Friends  School,  Wilmington  and  the  Newark 
Public  Schools,  from  which  he  was  graduated  in  1933.  He  entered 
the  University  of  Delaware  in  1933,  where  he  studied  Electrical  Engi¬ 
neering  for  three  years,  then  changed  to  the  pre-law  course,  from 
which  he  was  graduated  B.A.  1938.  At  the  University  of  Delaware 
Thomas  was  Editor-in-Chief  of  “The  Review”,  the  college  newspaper; 
and  a  member  of  the  student  council;  Phi  Kappa  Tau  fraternity;  and 
the  “E-52  Players”,  the  dramatic  society. 

Thomas  was  graduated  from  the  University  of  Virginia  School  of 
Law,  LL.B.,  1941,  and  was  admitted  to  the  Delaware  Bar  by  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Delaware  on  November  21,  1941.  He  became  a

Upon  his  discharge  from  active  duty,  he  became 
an  associate  and  later  a  partner  in  the  Wilmington  law  firm  of  Marvel 
and  Morford.  In  1950  he  was  nominated  by  the  Democratic  Party  of 
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Delaware  to  be  its  candidate  for  Attorney  General  of  Delaware; 
although  defeated  in  the  general  election,  he  led  the  ticket  by.  over 
5,000  votes.  From  January  1,  1953  to  August  31,  1960,  he  was  a 
partner  in  the  law  firm  of  Connolly,  Cooch  &  Bove,  of  Wilmington, 
from  which  he  withdrew  to  become  Patent  Counsel  of  Raytheon 
Company,  Waltham,  Massachusetts. 

Thomas  is  a  convinced  member  of  the  Religious  Society  of 
Friends;  and  also  is  a  member  of  the  American  Bar  Association;  the 
Delaware  Bar  Association;  the  American,  New  York,  and  Philadel¬ 
phia,  Patent  Law  Associations;  the  Delaware  Society  of  the  Sons  of 
the  American  Revolution;  Life  Member  of  the  Society  of  Mayflower 
Descendents  of  the  Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania;  the  Society  of 
Mayflower  Descendants  of  the  State  of  Delaware;  the  Society  of  the 
First  Families  of  Virginia;  and  the  Delaware  Historical  Society. 

Ruth  Chambers  Rhoads  Cooch  was  b.  May  9,  1916,  Wilmington, 
Delaware,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  Edgar  and  Edith  (Chambers) 
Rhoads.  She  attended  Wilmington  Friends  School  and  the  Westtown 
School  from  which  she  graduated  1933.  She  entered  Hollins  College, 
Virginia  graduating  1938,  Degree  B.A.  She  was  President  of  the  Hol¬ 
lins  College  Alumnae  Association,  Wilmington  and  is  a  member  of 
the  National  Society  Colonial  Dames  of  America  in  the  State  of 
Delaware.

The  Allyn ,  Foote ,  Webb ,  Cooch  and  Wilkins  Genealogies  by  Mary 
Evarts  (Webb)  Cooch  states  that  Sarah  Griffith,  the  wife  of  Thomas 
Cooch,  Jr.,  was  the  daughter  of  John  Griffith  the  first  minister  at 
Welsh  Tract  Church.  This  could  not  be  true  for  that  Sarah  would 
have  been  far  too  old  to  be  his  wife.  The  Cooch  family  did  not  come 
to  America  until  1746.  The  following  account  is  the  correct  one  and 
has  much  evidence  to  support  it. 

DAVID  GRIFFITHi,  emigrated  from  Wales.  He  was  a  Farmer. 
His  will  was  dated  April  24,  1716  and  proved  April  27,  1716.  He 
speaks  of  “his  eldest  son,  Griffith  Griffith  upon  his  arrival  in  this 
country”.

THE  HOLLINGSWORTH  FAMILY 

The  Emigrant  ancestor  of  this  family  was  VALENTINE  HOLL¬ 
INGSWORTH  who  came  to  America  in  1682.  He  came,  according  to 
Albert  Cook  Myers,  in  his  Immigration  of  Irish  Quakers  into  Penn¬ 
sylvania  (p.  313)  on  the  “Antelope”  from  Belfast,  Ireland,  Edward 
Cooke,  Master.  He  landed  at  New  Castle,  Del.  Oct.  1,  1682.  The  date 
of  his  death  is  not  known  but  was  about  1711.  His  second  wife,  Ann 
Calvert  d.  Oct.  17,  1697.  Both  are  buried  in  “New  Worke”  which  he 
presented  to  the  Friends  in  1687.  He  married  twice.  His  first  wife 
was  Ann  Ree,  dau.  of  Nicholas  Ree,  m.  1655,  Lurgan  Meeting,  County 
Armagh,  Ireland.  A  copy  of  the  records  of  this  Meeting  will  be  found 
in  the  Hist.  Soc.  of  Pa.  Ann  Ree  was  b.  1628;  d.  April  1,  1671.  They 
had  four  children:

Valentine  Hollingsworth  held  the  following  offices:  Member  of 
the  first  Assembly  of  the  Province  of  Pennsylvania  1682-3;  member 
of  Grand  Inquest  empaneled  Oct.  25,  1683  to  consider  the  famous 
case  of  Charles  Pickering  and  others  charged  with  counterfeiting. 
He  served  in  the  Assembly  1687,  ’88,  ’95  and  1700  from  New  Castle 
Co.,  and  was  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of  that  County;  was  a  signer  of 
Penn’s  Great  Charter  and  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Council.

The  orig¬ 
inal  certificate  is  in  the  possession  of  Malcolm  R.  Gilpin  of  Elkton, 
Md.  Upon  their  return  to  America,  Henry  was  a  surveyor.  He  assisted 
Thomas  Holmes  in  laying  out  the  City  of  Philadelphia.  He  was  deputy 
surveyor  for  Chester  Co.  Pa.,  as  well  as  for  the  town  and  County  of

junction  of  the  Big  and  Little  Elk.  This  property  is  still  in  the  posses¬ 
sion  of  his  descendants.  The  family  has  been  associated  with  Old  St. 
Mary  Ann’s  Episcopal  Church  at  North  East,  Md.

ZEBULON  HOLLINGSWORTH,  son  of  Henry  and  Lydia  Atkin¬ 
son,  b.  1696,  Chester  Co.,  Pa.;  d.  8-8-1763,  aged  67,  Cecil  Co.,  Md., 
buried  in  old  graveyard  on  Elk  River  near  home;  m.  Ann  Maul¬ 
den,  dau.  of  Col.  Francis  Maulden,  Cecil  Co.,  Md.  (son  of  Benja¬ 
min  and  Mackall).  Ann  d.  11-13-1740;  Tombstone  marked  A.H.; 
buried  Elkton  Cemetery.  Zebulon  m.  2nd  Mary  Jacobs  7-25-1741. 
Zebulon  was  a  large  land  owner,  receiving  land  from  Charles  II, 
1715,  near  father’s,  was  also  magistrate  and  President  of  Cecil  Co. 
Court,  Md.;  vestryman  of  St.  Mary  Ann  Church,  1743;  engaged  with 
his  son,  Levi,  in  manufacturing  and  shipping  of  flour  to  Philadelphia. 
His  grandfather  clock  and  “Elk  Landing”,  his  home,  purchased  1735, 
are  now  owned  by  a  descendant,  Mrs.  Isabel  Young. 

Zebulon  was  patriotic  and  active  in  public  affairs.  He  was  Captain 
of  a  company  of  Militia,  1740,  Colonial  Wars;  was  one  of  Commis¬ 
sioners  to  lay  out  Charlestown,  Md.  1742.  His  two  marriages  and  the 
birth  and  death  records  of  his  family  will  be  found  in  Register  of  his¬ 
toric  Old  St.  Mary  Anne’s  Church.  When  a  portion  of  his  land  con¬ 
taining  the  family  cemetery  was  sold  1881,  the  gravestones  were 
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moved  to  Elkton  Cemetery.  He  was  executor  of  Col.  Francis  Maul¬ 
din’s  will  dated  10-1-1733  (AA/1/309  Cecil  Co.)  Johnston’s  History 
of  Cecil  Co.,  Md.  records  the  Mauldin  family  as  “  native  of  Wales  who 
settled  in  Elk  Neck  1684  on  a  1500  acre  tract  which  extended  from 
head  of  Chesapeake  Bay  across  the  Neck  of  Elk  River  and  included 
Mauldin’s  Mountain.”  An  Old  record  book  of  Christ  Church  now  at 
the  Diocesan  House  Library,  Baltimore,  located  at  Port  Republic, 
Calvert  Co.  contains  a  register  of  many  names  of  both  Maulden  and 
Mackall  families.

They  were 
the  parents  of  eleven  children,  two  daughters  and  nine  sons,  among 
them  (8.)

8.  NATHAN  FOOTE,  son  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  (Sutliffe) 
Foote,  was  born  January  25,  1738,  and  he  like  his  father  was  a  physi¬ 
cian.  He  removed  from  Waterbury,  Conn.,  in  1774  and  became  one 
of  the  first  settlers  of  Cornwall,  Vermont.  It  is  stated  that  he  was 
driven  back  by  the  Indians  and  Tories  and  removed  to  Watertown, 
Conn.,  for  five  years,  returning  after  the  Revolution.  The  Vermont 
Revolutionary  Rolls,  however,  show  service  in  1778  and  1782  for  Dr. 
Nathan  Foote  for  “doctoring  soldiers”  and  “attending  wounded”.  He 
died  July  25,  1808.

He  prac¬ 
ticed  for  some  years  in  Cayuga,  and  was  then  a  Land  Agent  in  Nunda 
or  Portage,  N.  Y.,  until  his  death  of  pleurisy,  July  31,  1828.

THE  SUTLIFFE  PEDIGREE

SOME  DETAILS  OF  ALLYN  FAMILY  HISTORY 

given  by 

Mary  Mumford  Foote 

The  old  graveyard  at  Allyn’s  Point  has  been  encroached  upon 
by  the  railroad  but  nearly  every  stone  in  it  bears  the  name  of  Allyn, 
though  a  few  others  commemorate  British  officers  who  lost  their  lives 
in  that  vicinity  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

The  tall  Groton  Monument  opposite  New  London,  Conn.,  bears 
the  names  of  those  who  were  killed  when  Fort  Griswold,  at  that  place, 
was  attacked,  September  6,  1781,  by  the  British,  under  Benedict 
Arnold.  Among  these  were  several  who  were  of  the  Allyn  family,  and 
one  who  was  engaged  to  be  married  to  a  daughter  of  Robert  and 
Hannah  (Gallup)  Allyn.  It  was  said  that  the  floor  of  the  parlor  in 
the  latters’  home  was  covered  with  dead  bodies  of  those  who  lost 
their  lives  in  this  attack  on  the  Fort,  most  of  whom  were  connected 
with  the  Allyn  family. 

Capt.  Francis  Allyn  was  the  uncle  and  guardian  of  his  three  or¬ 
phaned  nieces — Nancy  Allyn,  Sarah  Evarts,  and  Mary  Mumford, 
children  of  his  sister,  Rebecca  Saltonstall  (Allyn)  Foote,  and  her  hus¬ 
band,  Lucius  Chittenden  Foote. 

Capt.  Francis  Allyn  was  the  last  male  member  of  our  branch  of 
the  Allyn  family.  He  was  born  at  Groton,  Conn.,  May  1,  1791,  and 
married,  August  28,  1826,  Jane  Colden,  daughter  of  Alexander  Col- 
den,  of  Coldenham  on  the  Hudson.  He  was  captain  and  part  owner 
of  the  “Cadmus”,  a  passenger  ship  crossing  the  Atlantic  before  the 
advent  of  steamers. 

When  and  where  he  became  intimately  acquainted  with  Gen. 
La  Fayette  I  have  never  learned.  But  when  the  latter  was  invited  by 
the  United  States  Government  to  visit  this  country  in  1824,  a  Gov- 
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ernment  vessel  was  assigned  to  bring  him  and  his  attendants  to  Amer¬ 
ica.  Knowing  this,  Captain  Allyn,  when  in  France  about  that  time, 
purposely  avoided  seeking  out  General  La  Fayette  lest  he  should  seem 
to  interfere  with  the  plan  of  the  Government.  However,  the  General, 
learning  of  his  presence  in  Paris,  sent  for  him  and  asked  for  trans¬ 
portation  for  himself  and  party  in  the  “Cadmus”.  This  could  not  be 
refused,  and  other  persons,  who  had  engaged  passage,  were  asked  to 
give  up  their  places,  merchandise  already  on  board  was  removed,  and 
the  vessel  fitted  up  for  the  distinguished  company  who  were  to  oc¬ 
cupy  it.  Among  other  things  a  very  handsome  bureau  was  placed  in 
the  General’s  cabin,  at  Capt.  Allyn’s  expense,  and  this  piece  of  furni¬ 
ture  is  now  in  the  possession  of  Mrs.  E.  B.  Peirce,  Fort  Smith,  Arkan¬ 
sas. 

A  few  years  later,  when  Captain  Allyn  married,  he  took  his  wife 
over  to  France,  and  she  remained  for  three  months  in  the  La  Fayette 
family,  while  her  husband  made  another  voyage  to  and  from  America. 

Among  the  gifts  received  from  that  family  is  a  ring,  presented  by 
the  daughters  to  “Aunt  Allyn”.  It  has  three  settings  of  hair  with 
the  letters  “G”,  “M”  and  “L”  engraved  on  the  inner  side  of  the  ring, 
to  indicate  “Gilbert”  (the  Marquis)  and  his  two  daughters  on  either 
side  of  the  central  setting  of  hair. 

General  La  Fayette  kept  up  a  correspondence  with  Uncle  Frank 
Allyn  and  wife,  writing  to  the  latter  in  French  and  to  the  former  in 
excellent  English.  His  son,  George  Washington  La  Fayette,  and  other 
members  of  his  staff  who  accompanied  La  Fayette,  also  wrote  to 
Uncle  Allyn,  keeping  him  informed  of  the  movements  of  the  party. 

Captain  Allyn  was  presented  with  a  very  valuable  “service  of 
plate”  at  one  time,  by  a  party  of  his  passengers,  who  thus  testified 
their  gratitude  for  being  brought  across  the  ocean  in  safety.  The 
Allyn  table-  and  tea-spoons  were  given  to  Francis  Allyn  Cooch,  be¬ 
cause  he  has  the  family  name. 


THE  GAGER  PEDIGREE 


1.  WILLIAM  GAGER,  M.D.,  was  “that  right  goodly  man  and  skill¬ 
ful  chyrurgeon”  who  came  to  America  with  Governor  John  Winthrop 
in  1630.  (See  Winthrop’ s  Journal)  “Dr.  Gager  immediately  on  his 
arrival  was  elected  one  of  the  Deacons  of  the  Charlestown  Church, 
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then  in  its  infancy,  and  was  entered  eighth  in  a  list  of  members.  The 
entry  reads,  “William  Gager,  Surgeon  and  first  Deacon.”  John  Eliot, 
John  Winthrop,  Sr.,  Thomas  Dudley,  John  Winthrop,  Jr.,  Increase 
Nowell,  Thomas  James  (minister)  are  in  the  same  list.  Unfortunately 
he  died  soon  after  his  arrival  of  illness  contracted  by  ill  diet  at  sea.”1 

His  son  (2.)  JOHN,  date  of  birth  unknown, 

2.  JOHN  GAGER,  son  of  Dr.  William  Gager,  was  a  founder  of  Pe- 
quot,  Conn.,  under  Governor  John  Winthrop  of  Connecticut  and 
served  under  Lion  Gardiner  at  Say  brook  Fort,  in  the  Pequot  War.2 
He  died  December  10,  1703. 

He  married  Elizabeth  Gore,  daughter  of  John  and  Rhoda  (Gard¬ 
ner)  Gore.  She  was  a  skillful  embroiderer  and  it  is  said  that  on  the 
back  of  a  framed  piece  of  her  work  was  inscribed,  “For  Mrs.  Martha 
Hubbard  in  New  London,  1700.  This  piece  was  wrought  by  Elizabeth 
Gore,  who  after  she  came  to  America  married  one  Gager.  She  came 
to  America  in  ye  time  of  ye  persecution.” 

John  Gore  and  Rhoda  Gardner,  his  wife,  came  from  Waltham 
Abbey,  Sussex,  in  1635  or  earlier.  He  settled  in  Roxbury  as  a  free¬ 
man;  was  entered  April  18,  1637;  mentioned  in  1643  as  a  landowner, 
having  188  acres.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Artillery  Company  in 
1638.  For  many  years  he  was  Town  Clerk  and  the  records  of  Roxbury, 
now  in  the  City  Hall,  Boston,  are  in  the  handwriting  of  himself  and 
his  son  John,  who  succeeded  him.  He  died  in  Roxbury,  June  2,  1657. 

Among  the  children  of  John  and  Elizabeth  (Gore)  Gager  was  a 
daughter  (3.)  ELIZABETH,  born  1649. 

3.  ELIZABETH  GAGER,  bom  1649,  married  John  Allyn,  son  of 
Robert  Allyn,  immigrant.

THE  AVERY  FAMILY3 

1.  CHRISTOPHER  AVERY,  whose  wife  was  Johann,  was  a  kersey- 
weaver  of  Devon,  England.  The  inventory  of  his  estate  is  dated  July 
26,  1613.

CHRISTOPHER  AVERY,  son  of  Christopher  and  Johann  Avery, 
was  born  in  England  about  1590.  He  also  was  a  weaver.  His  marriage 
license  at  the  Cathedral  in  Exeter  reads:  “1616  Aug.  26.  Christopher 
Averye  of  Iplepen,  Devonshire,  and  Margery  Stephens  of  Abbots 
Kerswell.”  His  wife  was  a  daughter  of  Edward  Stephens  of  Kingsewar, 
Co.  Devon,  England,  a  mariner,  who  died  in  1626,  and  his  wife  Mar¬ 
garet,  who  died  in  1643. 

Christopher  Avery  was  an  immigrant  to  America  with  his  only 
son  James,  probably  with  John  Winthrop  in  1630.  Margery  Avery 
did  not  come  to  America.  He  settled  in  Gloucester,  Cape  Ann,  Mass.; 
was  a  selectman,  1646,  1652,  1654.  He  went  to  Boston  about  1655 
but  on  March  22,  1659,  he  sold  his  land  there  and  followed  his  son 
James,  to  New  London,  where  he  had  a  house  and  lot,  August  8, 
1665.  He  died  March  12, 1670. 

3.  Captain  JAMES  AVERY,1  son  of  Christopher  and  Margery  (Ste¬ 
phens)  Avery,  was  born  about  1620  in  England.  He  came  to  America 
with  his  father  and  lived  in  Gloucester,  Mass.,  for  several  years,  re¬ 
moving  to  Pequot  (New  London)  in  1650.  He  built  the  house  at 
Groton,  Conn.,  known  as  “The  Hive  of  the  Averys”,  which  was  burned 
down  July  20,  1894.  A  monument  on  the  site,  with  a  bust  of  James 
Avery,  was  dedicated  July  20,  1900. 

He  served  as  ensign,  1662,  and  lieutenant,  1665,  of  the  New 
London  Train  Band;  deputy  from  New  London  to  the  Connecticut 
General  Court  almost  continuously  from  1659  to  1677;  judge  (New 
London)  1663,  1664-1670,  1674-1677;  second  military  officer  of  New 
London  County,  1672;  captain  New  London  County  troop  and  fifth 
in  Command,  Army,  King  Philip’s  War,  1675;  member  of  New  London 
County  court  martial,  1677;  also  as  Indian  overseer,  1666,  committee 
on  Indians,  1676.  He  was  granted  100  acres,  May,  1668,  and  another 
100,  May,  1675. 

It  is  said  of  him,  “James  Avery  was  a  very  remarkable  man.  Liv¬ 
ing  as  he  did  in  stirring  times,  he  was  a  leader  among  strong  men, 
enjoying  their  confidence  and  respect  because  he  deserved  them. 
Eminent  in  all  the  relations  of  life,  his  descendants  look  upon  him 
with  pride  and  affection  as  one  ‘sans  peur  et  sans  reproche .’  ” 

James  Avery  married,  November  10,  1643,  Joanna  Greenslade, 
born  about  1622,  who  had  been  admitted  to  the  First  Church  in  Bos¬ 
ton,  April  18,  1644.  The  records  show,  “Joane  Greenslade  Avery, 
letter  of  dismissal  from  church  at  Boston  to  Gloucester  in  1644,” 
also  “Dismissed  to  the  Church  of  Christ  at  Pequot,  31st  of  6th  mo.,

(p.z) . 
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1651”  James  Avery  died  April  18,  1700;  Joanna  was  living  Septem¬ 
ber  9, 1715,  but  the  date  of  her  death  has  not  been  found.1 

James  and  Joanna  (Greenslade)  Avery  had  nine  children,  among 
them  (4.)  JAMES,  born  December  16,  1646. 

4.  Lieutenant  JAMES  AVERY,  son  of  Captain  James  Avery  and 
his  wife,  Joanna  Greenslade,  was  born  December  16,  1646,  at  Glouces¬ 
ter,  Mass. 

He  was  several  times  selectman  of  Groton,  also  a  justice  of  the 
peace;  deputy  from  New  London  to  the  General  Court  seven  times 
(1690-1702),  and  from  Groton  nine  times  (1707-1712);  sergeant  of 
the  Train  Band  in  New  London,  1683;  commissioned  lieutenant  in 
May,  1690,  and  later  became  captain;  counselor  and  adviser  of  the 
Pequot  tribe  and  in  1720  their  guardian.  He  took  part  in  several  ex¬ 
peditions  against  the  Indians  of  Massachusetts  and  Connecticut. 

He  married  Deborah  Stallyon,  baptised  in  the  First  Church,  New 
London,  February  12,  1650,  the  daughter  of  Edward  and  Margaret 
Stallyon.  He  died  August  22,  1728,  and  his  will,  dated  March  15, 
1717,  mentioning  him  as  James  Avery  of  Groton,  lists  his  wife  Deb¬ 
orah  and  twelve  children.2  Deborah  (Stallyon)  Avery  died  March  27, 
2See  note  above.

He  was  Clerk  of  the  Church,  Town  Clerk  of  Groton,  deputy  from 
Groton  to  the  General  Court  of  Connecticut,  and  a  justice  for  New 
London  County.

mentions  also  his  father,  Captain  James  Avery,  the  date  of  whose  death  is 
given  above  as  April  18,  1700.  The  will  was  probated  October  8, 1728. 
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His  wife  was  Abigail  Parke,  eldest  daughter  of  Captain  John  and 
Mary  (Witter)  Parke.  She  was  baptised  November  7,  1686,  and  was 
married  to  Christopher  Avery  at  her  parents’  home  in  Preston,  Conn., 
December  19,  1704.  She  died  at  Groton,  February  12,  1713,  while  he 
lived  until  1753,  dying  on  January  20  of  that  year.

THE  GALLUP  PEDIGREE 

The  name  is  said  to  be  derived  from  the  German  words,  “Gott 
and  Lobe”,  “God  and  Praise.”  The  family  originated  from  Lorraine, 
a  debatable  territory  where  there  is  an  ancient  family  of  the  name  of 
Kolopp.  ( Burke’s  Landed  Gentry.) 

“John  Gallop  came  out  of  the  North  A.  5.  Ed.  IV  1465.”  (Fifth 
year  of  the  reign  of  Edward  IV.)  (Records  of  the  Harleian  Society, 
British  Museum  (1166  Folio  72),  Visitation  of  Dorset  1623.) 

1.  JOHN  GOLLOP,  married  Alice  Temple,  daughter  and  heir  of 
William  Temple,  Co.  Dorset. 

Their  son  (2.)  JOHN  GALLUP  (GOLLOP) 

2.  JOHN  GALLUP  of  North  Borwood  and  Temple  in  Co.  Dorset, 
married  Joan  Collins  of  Snails  Croft,  Co.  Dorset.  He  died  in  1533, 
the  25th  year  of  the  reign  of  Henry  VIII.

3.  THOMAS  GALLUP  (GOLLOP)  of  North  Borwood  and  Strode, 
son  and  heir,  married  Agneta,  or  Agnes,  Watkins,  daughter  of  Hum¬ 
phrey  Watkins  of  Hohvell,  Co.  Dorset.

Their  son  (5.)  JOHN  GOLLOP 

5.  Captain  JOHN  GALLUP  (GOLLOP),  born  in  England  in  1590, 
came  to  American  from  Mostern,  a  parish  in  Dorset,  March  20,  1630, 
in  the  ship  “Mary  and  John”.  He  arrived  at  Nantasket  May  30.  He 
owned  Gallup’s  Island  where  he  had  a  snug  farm  with  a  meadow  on 
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Long  Island,  a  sheep  pasture  on  Nix  Mate,  and  a  house  in  Boston.  He 
was  admitted  to  the  First  Church,  Boston,  January  6,  1634.  He  was 
one  of  the  earliest  grantees  of  land  at  the  northerly  part  of  the  town, 
a  locality  known  by  the  name  of  “Gallop’s  Point.,,  He  was  in  a  fight 
with  the  Pequot  Indians  off  Block  Island  in  1636,  called  the  first  naval 
engagement  in  New  England  waters. 

After  the  settlement  of  Rhode  Island  and  Connecticut,  his  vessel 
furnished  the  only  means  of  communication  between  the  two  Colonies. 
At  one  time  there  was  considerable  anxiety  in  the  Rhode  Island 
Colony,  for  John  Gollop  was  delayed  in  his  trip.  Soon  after  Roger 
Williams  writes  Govenor  Winthrop,  beginning  in  this  manner:  “God 
be  praised.  John  Gollop  has  arrived.” 

John  Gollop  married  Christabel  - ,  and  she  and  their  son 

John  came  to  America  in  1633.  She  was  admitted  to  the  First  Church, 
Boston,  June  22,  1634.  He  died  in  Boston,  January  11,  1650,  she  in 
Boston  on  September  27,  1655.1 

Their  son  (6.)  JOHN  GALLUP,  born  1616. 

6.  Captain  JOHN  GALLUP,  son  of  Captain  John  and  Christobel 
Gollop,  was  born  in  England  in  1616,  and  came  to  America  in  1633. 
He  was  an  Indian  fighter  and  it  is  supposed  he  was  with  his  father 
and  assisted  in  the  capture  of  John  Oldham’s  vessel  off  Block  Island. 
In  the  Pequot  War  with  his  father,  he  bore  himself  so  bravely  that 
the  General  Court  of  Connecticut,  in  1671,  gave  him  100  acres  of 
land.  He  came  to  New  London  in  1650/51  but  removed  with  his  fam¬ 
ily  to  Stonington,  Conn.,  in  1654.  He  was  also  an  Indian  interpreter. 
He  fell  in  the  Narragansett  “Great  Swamp  Fight”,  December  19, 
1675,  while  serving  as  captain  of  the  1st  company  of  the  Connecticut 
forces  under  Major  Robert  Treat,  and  was  one  of  the  six  captains  who 
fell. 

John  Gallup  married,  1743,  in  Boston,  Hannah  Lake,  daughter  of 
John  and  Margaret  Reade  Lake,  who  came  to  this  country  with  her 
mother  in  the  ship  “Abigail”,  arriving  October  6,  1635,  after  a  passage 
of  ten  weeks.  Her  father  died  in  England. 

In  a  deed  of  1681  to  Mrs.  Hannah  Gallup,  Fitz  John  'Winthrop 
and  Wait  Winthrop  say  of  her:  “The  said  Hannah  being  a  person 
related  to  and  beloved  of  both  our  honored  father  and  ourselves.”2 

Their  son  (7.)  BENADAM  GALLUP,  born  in  1655. 

7.  BENADAM  GALLUP,  son  of  John  and  Hannah  (Lake)  Gallup, 

was  born  in  1655  in  Stonington,  Conn.  He  and  other  volunteers  went 

to  Vineyard  Harbor,  1689,  where  they  captured  a  private  sloop.

The  Groton  Town  Records  give  the  following:  “Benadam  Gallup, 
his  mark  for  his  creeturs  is  two  half-pennys  on  ye  under  side  ye  right 
ear,  and  one  half-penny  on  ye  under  side  ye  left,  and  a  slip  on  ye  top 
of  ye  left  ear.”  June  24,  1718. 

Benadam  Gallup  died  September  30,  1755,  and  his  widow  on 
February  1,  1759.

THE  SALTONSTALL  FAMILY 

The  name  Saltonstall  is  derived  from  a  small  town  of  that  name 

in  the  Parish  of  Halifax,  Yorkshire,  England,  where  grants  of  land 

were  made  to  members  of  the  family  at  a  very  early  period.

He  gave  to  the  poor  of  Halifax  and  Hipper¬ 
holme  a  stipend  at  Christmas  for  ten  years,  and  was  liberal  in  many 
other  ways.  He  subscribed  £25  towards  repelling  the  Spanish  inva¬ 
sion  in  1588.  His  son  (8.)  SAMUEL 

8.  SAMUEL  SALTONSTALL,  Esq.,  of  Rooks  and  Huntwick,  Eng¬ 
land.  He  held  many  estates.  In  1597  he  made  fine  of  heriot  for  the 
ancient  lands  of  Saltonstall.  He  died  Jan.  8,  1612/13,  and  was  buried 
in  Holy  Trinity  Church,  Hull.  Watson:  in  the  History  of  Halifax 
styles  him  “Sir  Samuel”. 

Samuel  Saltonstall  married  Anne  Ramsden,  daughter  of  John 
Ramsden,  Esq.,  of  Longley  Hall.  Their  son  (9.)  RICHARD,  baptised 
April  4,  1586 
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9.  Sir  RICHARD  SALTONSTALL  of  Huntwick,  Knt.,  was  baptised 
at  Halifax,  England,  April  4,  1586.  He  was  Lord  of  the  Manor  of 
Ledsham;  served  as  justice  of  the  peace  and  treasurer  for  lame  sol¬ 
diers,  1625. 

He  married  (1)  Grace  Kaye,  daughter  of  Robert  and  Anne 
(Flower)  Kaye  of  Woodsome.  After  the  death  of  his  wife  he  sold 
his  lands  and  moved  with  his  children  to  New  England,  coming  in 
1630  with  John  Winthrop;  Associate  Massachusetts  Bay,  and  1st 
Assistant.  He  commenced  the  settlement  of  Watertown  in  1630;  was 
an  Original  Patentee  of  Connecticut.  He  died  in  1658,  aged  72,  and 
gave  a  legacy  to  Harvard  College.  Their  son  (10.)  RICHARD,  born 
1610  (ca.) 

10.  Sergeant  Maj.  RICHARD  SALTONSTALL,  son  of  Richard 
and  Grace  (Kaye)  Saltonstall,  was  born  at  Woodsome,  Yorkshire, 
England,  about  1610,  and  came  to  New  England  with  his  father  in 
1630.  He  returned  to  England  in  1631  and  married  there  Muriel 
Gurdon,  daughter  of  Brampton  Gurdon,  Esq.,  of  Assington  Hall,  Co. 
Suffolk,  and  Letton,  Co.  Norfolk,  (son  of  John  Gurdon  of  Assington 
Hall,  High  Sheriff  for  Suffolk,  and  his  wife  Amy,  daughter  and  heir 
of  William  Brampton  of  Letton,  Co.  Norfolk),  and  his  wife,  Muriel 
Sedley. 

Richard  Saltonstall  returned  to  New  England  in  1635  in  the  ship 
“Susan  &  Ellin”,  and  settled  at  Ipswich,  Mass.  He  was  active  in  the 
affairs  of  New  England  and  served  as  Deputy  to  the  General  Court, 
1635/7.  He  visited  England  several  times,  the  last  in  1683,  and  died 
at  Hulme,  Lancaster,  April  29,  1694.  Their  son,  (11.)  NATHANIEL, 
born  about  1639 

11.  NATHANIEL  SALTONSTALL,  son  of  Richard  and  Muriel 
(Gurdon)  Saltonstall,  was  born  at  Ipswich  about  1639  and  gradu¬ 
ated  at  Harvard  College  in  1659.  His  father  settled  upon  him  800 
acres  of  land  at  Ipswich,  and  other  lands.  He  was  Colonel  of  the 
Essex  Regiment,  1679/86;  Town  Clerk  of  Haverhill  (where  he  re¬ 
sided  permanently)  for  32  years;  Assistant  1679/86;  Member  of  the 
Council;  Judge  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  Court,  1792.  He  refused  to 
serve  in  witchcraft  trials;  died  1707. 

Nathaniel  Saltonstall  married,  December  28,  1663,  Elizabeth 
Ward,  born  April  9,  1647,  daughter  of  the  Rev.  John  and  Alice 
(Edmunds)  Ward  of  Haverhill,  Mass.  Her  father  gave  his  daughter 
on  her  marriage  500  acres  of  land,  mansion,  etc.,  in  Haverhill.  Their 
son  (12.)  GURDON,  born  March  27,  1666 
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12.  GURDON  SALTONSTALL,  son  of  Nathaniel  and  Elizabeth 
(Ward)  Saltonstall,  was  born  in  Haverhill,  March  27,  1666;  gradu¬ 
ated  from  Harvard  College  in  1684  and  settled  as  minister  of  the 
Congregational  Church  at  New  London,  November  19,  1691.  He 
served  as  Governor  of  Connecticut  from  1708  to  1724.  He  held  the 
Manor  of  Killingly  near  Pontefract  in  Yorkshire,  England,  and  be¬ 
sides  his  New  London  house  he  built  a  fine  mansion  at  Lake  Salton¬ 
stall  in  Branford,  near  New  Haven. 

Gurdon  Saltonstall  was  twice  married,  but  the  name  of  his  first 
wife  is  not  known,  though  she  is  said  to  have  come  from  Wethersfield. 
He  married  (2)  Elizabeth,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of  William  Rosewell 
of  Branford  and  Catherine,  his  wife,  the  daughter  of  Hon.  Richard 
Russell  of  Charlestown.  She  died  Sept.  12,  1710.  He  died  Sept.  20, 
1724,  and  according  to  his  will,  made  March  30,  1722,  and  recorded 
Oct.  13,  1724  (Fifth  Book,  p.  551)  he  left  children  by  both  wives.

When  Benedict  Arnold  burned 
New  London,  Sept.  6,  1781,  the  homes  of  General  Saltonstall  and 
his  father,  the  Governor,  were  destroyed.  These  contained  numerous 
valuable  letters  and  papers,  the  loss  of  which  is  deeply  to  be  regretted.1

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THE  WINTHROP  PEDIGREE 


The  traditional  origin  of  the  family  is  contained  in  a  very  old 
pedigree  of  uncertain  date,  which  says  the  Winthrops  came  anciently 
from  Northumberland  and  afterwards  settled  in  a  village  not  far  from 
Newark  in  Nottinghamshire.  There  is  a  village  of  Winetorp  on  the 
coast  of  Lincolnshire  some  twenty  miles  northeast  of  Boston,  and 
another  village  of  the  same  name  near  Newark.  On  the  roll  of  Court 
in  the  County  of  York  in  the  year  1200  appears  the  name  Robert 
de  Winetorp,  and  on  a  Roll  of  the  County  of  Lincoln,  1207,  the  name 
of  J.  Winetorp.  Nothing  more  is  known  of  either.  Authentic  history 
begins  with  Adam  Winthrop  (see  below.)

1.  ADAM  WINTHROP  or  Winethorp,  of  Lavenham,  County  Suf¬ 
folk,  England,  married  early  in  1498,  Joane  Burton  or  Burnell.  Their 
son  (2.)  ADAM,  bom  Oct.  9, 1498 

2.  ADAM  WINTHROP,  born  Oct.  9,  1498,  was  inscribed  Armiger 
(Candidate  for  knighthood)  by  Edward  VI  in  1548.  In  1551  he  was 
Master  of  the  Company  of  clothworkers.  In  1554  he  bought  the  manor 
of  Groton  in  County  Suffolk,  to  which  he  retired  for  the  rest  of  his 
life.  He  died  at  Groton  Nov.  9,  1562. 

Adam  Winthrop  married  (2)  Agnes,  daughter  of  Robert  Sharpe 
of  Islington,  July  20,  1534.  She  is  buried  in  the  chancel  of  Springfield 
Church.  Their  son  (3.)  ADAM,  born  Aug.  10, 1548 

3.  ADAM  WINTHROP,  son  of  Adam  and  Agnes  (Sharpe)  Win¬ 
throp,  was  born  Aug.  10,  1548.  He  was  a  Fellow-Commoner  at  Mag¬ 
dalene  College,  Cambridge,  in  1567;  a  lawyer  and  county  magistrate, 
and  auditor  of  Trinity  and  St.  John’s  Colleges,  Cambridge.  He  was 
buried  March  28,  1623,  in  Gracechurch  Street,  London. 

Adam  Winthrop  married  (1)  Alice,  daughter  of  William  Still  of 
Grantham,  County  Lincoln,  buried  in  Hadley  Church;  (2)  Anne, 
daughter  of  Henry  Browne,  of  Edwardston,  County  Suffolk,  Clothier; 
she  died  April  19,  1629.  John  Winthrop,  (4)  son  of  Adam  and  Anne 
Brown  Winthrop. 

4.  Governor  JOHN  WINTHROP,  born  Jan.  12,  1587,  at  Groton, 
County  Suffolk,  England;  was  a  student  at  Trinity  College  and  con- 
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templated  taking  orders  as  a  clergyman,  but  engaged  in  the  practice 
of  law.  He  succeeded  his  father  in  1623  in  the  estates  of  Groton 
Manor.  In  1626  he  was  appointed  attorney  of  the  Court  of  Wards  and 
Liveries.  An  earnest  though  moderate  Puritan,  he  believed  the  finger 
of  God  pointed  to  the  secure  establishment  of  the  Reformed  faith 
in  the  new  world,  by  a  colony  of  pious  self-denying  men,  willing  to 
give  their  fives  and  fortunes  to  the  undertaking.  In  1629,  with  Sir 
Richard  Saltonstall  and  others,  he  signed  an  agreement  to  emigrate 
and  was  elected  the  first  Governor  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 
He  landed  at  Salem,  Mass.,  June  22,  1630;  was  colonel  of  Suffolk 
Regiment,  1636;  Asst.  Governor;  Deputy-Governor  and  Commissioner 
for  United  Colonies.  He  died  in  Boston  March  26,  1649,  and  is  buried 
in  King’s  Chapel  Graveyard,  Boston. 

John  Winthrop  married  Mary  Forth,  daughter  and  sole  heir  of 
John  Forth,  Esq.,  of  Great  Stambridge,  County  Essex,  born  Jan.  1, 
1583;  she  died  June  26,  1615,  and  is  buried  at  Groton,  County  Suf¬ 
folk.  She  was  the  granddaughter  of  William  Forth,  of  Hadleigh  and 
Butler  Abbey,  County  Suffolk,  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Powell  of 
Wales,  whose  elaborate  pedigree,  still  extant,  traces  her  back  to 
Godwyn  of  Cornwall.  Their  son  (5.)  JOHN,  born  Feb.  12,  1606 

5.  Governor  JOHN  WINTHROP  “the  younger”,  the  son  of  John 
and  Mary  (Forth)  Winthrop  and  “heir  of  his  father’s  talents,  pru¬ 
dence  and  virtues”,  was  born  in  Groton,  England,  Feb.  12,  1606.  He 
was  a  graduate  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin,  a  barrister  of  the  Inner 
Temple,  and  having  entered  the  naval  service  under  the  Duke  of 
Buckingham,  took  part  in  the  expedition  for  the  relief  of  the  Protest¬ 
ants  of  La  Rochelle,  France.  He  was  attached  for  a  while  to  the  Em¬ 
bassy  to  Constantinople.  He  came  to  America  in  1631,  the  year  after 
his  father  and  settled  at  Ipswich  in  1632.  He  was  Governor  of  Con¬ 
necticut  Plantation  in  1635,  and  in  1645  founded  what  is  now  New 
London,  Conn.  In  1657  he  was  elected  Governor  by  the  people  of 
Connecticut  and  continued  in  office  until  his  death,  April  5,  1676. 
Fisher’s  Island,  which  formed  part  of  the  original  grant  to  John 
Winthrop,  Jr.,  in  1640,  remained  in  possession  of  a  branch  of  the 
family  until  1862. 

John  Winthrop  married  (2)  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  Col.  Edmund 
Reade  of  Wickford,  County  Essex,  England,  February  12,  1635. 
Their  son  (6.)  WAIT  STILL,  bom  Feb.  27,  1641 

6.  WAIT  STILL  WINTHROP,  second  son  of  John  and  Elizabeth 
(Reade)  Winthrop,  was  born  in  Boston,  Mass.,  February  27,  1641,

and  was  generally  known  as  Wait  Winthrop.  The  Still  was  derived 
from  the  first  marriage  of  his  great-grandfather,  Adam  Winthrop,  to 
Alice  Still.  He  was  a  major-general  of  Colonial  Militia;  Commissioner 
of  New  England  Colonies  1672/5;  member  of  the  Executive  Council, 
1685/6;  joined  in  the  overthrow  of  Sir  Edmund  Andros.  He  was  Judge 
of  the  Court  of  Admiralty  and  Chief  Justice  of  Massachusetts.  He 
had  a  great  taste  for  the  study  of  medicine  and  practiced  gratuitously 
among  his  poorer  neighbors.  He  died  in  Boston  Nov.  7,  1717,  and  is 
buried  in  King’s  Chapel  Graveyard,  Boston. 

He  married  Mary  Browne,  daughter  of  William  Browne  of  Salem, 
Mass.,  and  his  wife  Sarah,  daughter  of  Samuel  Smith  of  Yarmouth. 
Mary  (Browne)  Winthrop  was  born  in  1656  and  died  June  14,  1690. 

His  portrait  depicts  him  as  a  portly  man  wearing  a  tremendous 
wig  and  with  frowning  furrowed  brow.  He,  also,  is  clean  shaven, 
although  his  father  wore  a  moustache  and  Imperial  and  his  grand¬ 
father  a  VanDyck  beard.1 

Their  son  (7.)  JOHN,  born  Aug.  26,  1681

THE  MUMFORD  PEDIGREE 


Because  Thomas  Mumford  was  the  first  of  the  family  to  settle 
permanently  in  America,  he  is  known  to  his  posterity  as  Thomas,  the 
first,  although  he  comes  nearer  to  being  Thomas  the  tenth,  reckon¬ 
ing  from  the  time  when  Thomas  became  a  name  in  Mumford  annals. 
This  Thomas  was  not  the  first  of  his  name  to  visit  America,  for  the 
first  Thomas  Mumford  is  known  as  “Virginia  Thomas”,  for  he 
reached  Virginia  with  the  famous  Capt.  John  Smith  in  1607.  Of  him 
little  is  known,  that  little  being  gleaned  from  the  Records  of  the 
London  Virginia  Company,  and  Captain  Smiths  “General  Historie 
of  Virginia.”  As  with  all  Mumfords  of  that  age,  the  name  is  spelled 
variously  as  Montfort,  Momford,  Mumford,  and  Mountfort,  and  in 
all  these  records  Thomas  is  always  styled  “Gentleman”.

5.  DAVID  MUMFORD,  son  of  Thomas  and  Abigail  (Cheesebor¬ 
ough)  Mumford,  was  bora  March  10,  1731,  and  was  named  for  his 
mother  s  eldest  brother,  David  Cheeseborough.  David  and  his  brother 
Thomas  grew  up  together,  first  in  their  grandfathers  house  (burned 
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by  Arnold,  Sept.  6,  1781)  and  later  with  their  father  in  the  new 
house.  David  commanded  a  vessel  to  the  West  Indies  and  was  called 
Captain.  He  was  in  the  war  with  the  French,  took  a  prize  schooner 
from  the  enemy  in  1757,  and  was  shortly  afterwards  taken  prisoner 
by  the  French  and  taken  to  Martinique.  In  some  way  he  escaped 
and  returned  home.  After  his  marriage  he  became  a  landsman.  He 
had  service  during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

On  June  1,  1758,  he  was  married  in  old  St.  James  Church,  New 
London,  to  Rebecca  Winthrop  Saltonstall,  bom  in  New  London,  Dec. 
31,  1734,  the  daughter  of  Col.  Gurdon  and  Rebecca  (Winthrop)  Sal¬ 
tonstall.  He  died  in  New  London  in  May,  1807,  and  his  epitaph 
written  by  himself,  reads, 

“Here  lies  the  Body  of  David  Mumford,  in  expectation  of 
the  last  Day.  What  sort  of  man  he  was,  that  Day  will  dis¬ 
cover.” 

She  survived  her  husband  five  years  and  died  in  New  York  City,  Oct. 
21,  1812,  as  the  result  of  a  fall,  while  visiting  her  son,  Gurdon  Mum- 
ford.

William  and  Anne  Cheesborough  were  among 
the  earliest  members  of  the  First  Church,  Boston,  being  Nos.  44 
and  45  on  the  list.
